That even- 
ing he called on his finacée, Miss Mitchell, 
604 .Forty-fourth street, and they went toa 
south side park, returning at 10:30 o’clock. 
On. the morning of July 30 Bartholin re- 
ceiyed a letter meant for his mother from 
Peter Van Vlissingen, regarding a $4,500 
mortgage on the Calumet avenue house. It 
is supposed he opened it, as it was found 


‘subsequently on the table in his room. That 


evening Bartholin called at the Mitchell 
home, and asked Miss Mitchell to take a 
walk, ‘‘as the mosquitoes were bad.”’ 

They left the house at 7:45, and were ac- 
companied to Calumet avenue and Forty- 
fourth street by Robert Mitchell and his 
daughter. They lked north in Calumet 
avenue, and were last seen by Sam Wisler 
and Con Mulvey about three-quarters of an 
hour Yater at Indiana avenue and Forty- 
third street. They were walking east in 
Forty-third street, and Mr. Wisler remarked 
that Miss Mitchell was laughing and appar- 
ently enjoying herself. 

With the close of the month came the an- 
nouncemeént to Mrs. Mitchell that her daugh- 
ter had eloped with Bartholin, and that 
they were going to California. The letter 
was written by Bartholin, and mailed at the 
central station. The family thought it bet- 
ter to keep the matter quiet, and made no 
report to the police. : 

On the same day an agent for Mr. Van 
Vlissingen went to the Bartholin- house to 
make an inspection, the disappearance of 
Mrs. Bartholin having aroused the suspi- 
cions of the holder of the mortgage that all 
was not right. .While the agent was looking 
into the basement Bartholin came out at 
the side door and asked him what he wanted. 
The agent paid no attention to Khim, depart- 
ing without answering, as he did not care 
to have an altercation. 


Thompson Notifies Police. 

Oscar Thompson entered the case Aug. 1, 
his dormant suspicions at last having been 
aroused by the disappearance of Bartholin. 
Thompson left his place at the Aagaard laun- 
dry, 700 Root street, for a half day and went 
to visit the Stahls on the northside. He was 
informed by Mr. Stahl that neither he nor 
his wife had gone to Milwaukee with Mrs. 
Bartholin, nor had they seen her for more 
than a year. On his‘return Thompson re- 
ported the disappearance of Mrs. Bartholin 
to the central police.. © 4 

Thompson took charge of the house on his 


return and informed Roomers E. Orson Hun-'’ 


ter and Milton L. E. Edwards that ther must 
seek other quarters. Both packed up and 
departed, Hunter going’+to Toledo and Ed- 
wards to Denver. Both left behind them a 
portion of their clothing, Hunter deserting a 
satchel filled with his persona] effects, and 
Edwards a number of articles. The central! 
police took no action on the report further 
than to record Mrs. Barthelin as missing. 

» It was not until Sunday, Aug. 3, that Will- 
iam Mitchell, father of Miss Mitchell, visited 
the Fiftieth street station and reported the 
absence of his daughter. Lieut. Backus sent 
detectives to the Bartholin house and they 
made a search of the premises. When they 
broke open the door to Mrs. Bartholin’s room 
they were misled by Thompson, who informed 
them that all the best clothing of Mrs. Bar- 
tholin was missing and she must have worn 
it away. 

Nothing more was heard of Bartholin until! 
Aug. 5, when he called on an old friend, Will- 
lam Underberg, 6513 Greenwood avenue. 
Nothing had been printed concerning the 
disappearance of Mrs, Bartholin. Miss Mitch- 


ell,-or Bartholin. so Mr. Underberg did not 


report the presence of the missing man there 
until after the murder of the mother was dis- 
covered. 


Woman’s Body Found in Weeds.

when she left her home on the evening of 
July 30. A switch of false hair was the only 


‘thing on the body identified, Mrs. Coy, the 


hairdresser who made it, declaring positively 
that it Was one which she had made for Misa 
Mitchell. 

The discovery of the body and its connec- 


tion with the disappearance of the Bartha 


lins aroused the suspicions.ef the police that 
other murders had been committed in the 
Calumet avenue house. A careful search of 
the rooms disclosed blood spots in the eloset 
of the room where Mrs. Bartholin slept, and 
blood stained clothing. 

In a dark basement which was filled with 
boxes and pleces of lumber traces were 
found that the cement floor had been tam- 
pered with. By dint of exploring it with 
candles after moving several tons of dust 
covered material, an opening in the cement 
was found in the front part of the base- 
ment. The soft earth and sand were shov- 
eled away anda biue dress, resembling that 
supposed to have been worn by Mrs. Bar- 
tholin when she disappeared, was uncov- 
ered. Beneath it the men struck a bed quilt, 
and in this quilt the body of a woman was 
found. 

The police were notified of the discavery 
and Coroner’s Physician Noel ‘was sum- 
moneda to the scene. A hasty examination 
convinced him that the woman had been 
strangied to death, the attack apparently 
having been made after she had retired for 
the night. There was a bruise on the fore- 
head, as if the victim had been struck by 
some blunt instrument, but it was declared 
that this injury in itself could not have 
produced death. 

Soon after the body was found the police 
made an effort to identify it as that of Mrs. 
Bartholin. Neighbors and others who had 
known the woman in life inclined to the view 
that the body was that of the. missing 
mother of William Bartholin, but were not 
positive. 
Oscar Thompson Arrested. 

While. the identification was yet incom- 
plete the police made the first arrest in con- 
nection with the case. Oscar Thompson was 
taken .into custody on the evening of the 
day that the body was discovered. The pris- 
oner was subjected to vigorous questioning, 
but adhered to the story he had told the po- 
lice of Mrs. Bartholin’s disappearance and 
the statements of her son that she had left 
the city. 

On Aug. 10, the day following the finding 
of the body, the police made an exhaustive 
search of.the Bartholin residence. On every 
hand they found indications that a murder 
had been committed. Mrs. Bartholin’s false 
teeth were fourid in a closet leading from 
her room, and on the floor near by blood- 
stains were discovered. From these clews 
the police reasoned that the woman's body 
had been concealed in the closet while 
preparations were being made to bury it in 
the basement. The teeth, it was believed, 
had fallen from the jaws while the body was 
lying in the closet. 

Other blood stained articlés were found in 
Mrs. Bartholin’s room, and, what was re- 
garded as even more important, the police 
discovered the suit of clothes that William 
Bartholin had worn on the evening that he 
and Miss Mitchell had disappeared. 

Evidence of Bartholin’s Flight. 

The fact that Bartholin had réturned to the 
house and changed his garments indicated to 
the police that he had not committed suicide, 
as had been considered a strong possibility, 
but had arrayed himself in garments that 
would be misleading to pursuers and had 
prepared for a careful flight. Upto the time 
of the finding of Bartholin’s clothing it was 
supposed that he still wore the serge suit and 
imitation panama hat which he wore when 
he and Miss Mitchel]! left the residence of the 
girl's parents on the evening of July 30, 

New descriptions of the fugitive were sent 
out and the police expressed belief that cap- 
ture Was only the matter of a few hours. 

Aug. 11 a coroner's jury was impaneled; 
and doubt was dispelled as to the identity of 
the body found buried in the basement of 

the Bartholin residence. Neighbors and others 
testified that the murdered woman was Mrs. 
Bartholin and the jurors accepted the testi- 
mony. 

On the two following days the police made 
little headway. Most of their efforts were 
directed toward trying to exact a confession 
from Oscar Thompson, but the laundry 
wagon driver persisted in his statements that 
he had told allhe knew. Thompson's denials 
were not satisfactory to Inspector Hunt, who 


sajd: 

“ That man knows more than he is willing 
to tell. The circumstances were such that 
he could not be as ignorant of the crime as 
he profeeses to be. It is one of my theories 
that Minnie Mitchell was murdered in the 


Bartholin house and that the body was 
carted to the praine at Seventy-fourth and 
State streets. If so, some sort of a vehicle 
must have been used to make the long haul. 
Thompson, until his arrest, was the driver 
of a laundry wagon. He had access to the 
horse and wagon at any time. This may 
mean much; it may mean little. At any rate 
I am satisfied that if Thompson would tell 
all he knows we would bea great deal nearer 
to a solution of the mystery.’”’ 


Witness Implicates Thompson. 

Inspector Hunt’s theory was given color on 
Aug. 13 when Mrs. Mary Tallerday, 700 

Root street, told the police that early on the 
morning of July 31—the morning after the 
disappearance of Miss Mitchell—she saw a 
wagon standing in the street In front of her 

apartments and heard three men quarreling. 
One of the voices she recognized as that of 
Oscar Thompson, another as that of “ Dad ”’ 
Claffy, barnman at the laundry stables, while 
the voice of the third man was unknown. 
‘She peered from the window and.in the dim 
light observed the men. In her opinion the 
unknown third man answered the description 
of Bartholin. 

Claffy was arrested, and both he and 
Thompson were confronted by Mrs. Taller- 
day. At first they denied knowing the wom- 
an, but later admitted that they were ac- 
quainted, The prisoners protested, howéver, 
that they were not in Root street on the 
morning in question. 

On Aug. 15 Milton Edwards, a former room- 
er at the Bartholin residence, returned from 
Denver and told the police that he had fled 
from Chicago through fear that young Bar- 
tholin would murder him for his money. On 
this same day Attorneys M. W. Meagher and 
Clarence Darrow were retained for Thomp- 
son and Claffy and habeas corpus proceed- 
ings @vere begun. 

On the following day the habeas corpus 
proceedings were withdrawn and Thompson 
and Claffy were held to the grand jury, the 
former on a charge of murder and the latter. 
as accessory. 

It was on this same day, Aug. 16, that a 
new character was brought into the drama. 
Edward Counselman, 11743 Sangamon street, 
who had Been a friend of Bartholin, was 
arrested on information furnished to the po- 
lice by his wife. The police established a 
chain of circumstantial evidence that Coun- 
selman had been in close communication 
with Bartholin after the disappearance of 
thé young man’s mother. and perhaps after 
the supposed murder of Minnie Mitchell. It 
also was charged that Counseiman had kept 
Bartholin supplied with money. 

Counselman refused to talk, except to make 
a general denial that he knew nothing of the 
supposed murders or the whereabouts of 
Bartholin. The prisoner was so reticent that 
he was heid as an accessory after the fact 
to the murder of the two women. His bond 
was fixed at $10,000. | 

On Aug. 19 the inquest over the supposed 
body of Minnie Mitchell was concluded, and 
Counselman, Thompson, and Claffy were 
held to the grand jury: On Aug. 21 the jury 
that had been summoned to serve in the 
case of Mrs. Bartholin found her son to be 
the principal in her murder. Thompson and 
Counselman were heid as accessories.

FUGITIVE REPORTED DEAD IN IOWA AND HIS ALLEGED victims, 


QUARREL BEGINS ON CAR AND 
ENDS IN RACE FOR HOTEL.

Francis Cropper, a Liquer Merchant, 
Pursued by Thomas Murray, a For. 
mer Employe—Revelver Discharged 
' Many Times at Fleeing Man, Only 
One Bullet Taking Efect—Crowd 
Surrounds Assailant and There Are 
Calls for a Rope. 


' In a running fight which began on a north- 
‘Dound State street car and ended in Dearborn 
avenue, south of Ontario street, Francis 
Cropper, a liquor merchant at 166 Michigan 
‘Street, was shot last night by Thomas Mur- 
ray, a former employé. The shooting was 
the result of an old quarrel. 

So bitter was the feeling between the two 
men that when they were put in the same 
patrol wagon, one to be taken to Passavant 
hospital and the other to the Bast Chicago 
avenue station, they attempted to continue 
the fight, but were restrained by the police. 
At the hospital! it was said Cropper’s wound 
Was not necessarily serious. 

Meeting on the same car, the two men re- 
‘sumed their quarrel at, once. The other 
passengers heard Murray declare that Crop- 
per owéd him $500, and also heard Cropper 
charge that Murray was still indebted to him 
for the same amount. 


Murray Fires Several Shots. 


At Ontario and State streets Cropper 
enn to leave the car to go to the Ontario 

otel, where he lives. Murray also left the 
ear and started after him, drawing his re- 
volver at the same time an@ firing several 
shots, none of which took effect. 

“Stop, you’ coward, and let’s settle this 
thing,” called Murray. 

Cropper paid no attention to the demand 
and ran still faster, Murray following. At* 
Dearborn avenue Cropper turned south. 
Murray was about fifty feet behind him. 
He fired two more shots, and one of the bul- 
lets struck Cropper under the left shoulder 
blade and, coming in contact with a rib, was 
deflected and passed out of the body. 


Mob Frightens Murray. 


The shooting was heard by Detectives 
William Maher and Michael Loftus of the 
East Chicago avenue station, who ran to the 
scene and found Cropper on the sidewalk 
on Dearborn avenue, between Ontario and 
Ohio streets. Murray was surrounded by a 
crowd, some of whom were calling for a rope 
and demanding that he be lynched. He was 
held by W. T. Harris, a watchman from the 
Pinkerton agency. 

“ Take me, Maher, and get me away from 
here,’’ pleaded Murray to .the detective. 
** Get me to the station as soon as you can.” 

At the hospital Cropper walked from the 
wagon to the elevator. While he was on the 
operating table the bullet by which he had 
been wounded dropped out of his clothing. 


Quarrel Begins Over Money. 

According to Murray the quarrel began 
about six months ago when he returned 
from a business trip through the north- 
west in the interest of Cropper. When a 
settlement was attempted at that time, 
Murray claimed that $500 was due him, 
Cropper said he was mistaken and that 
Murray was that much in his debt. After 
several meetings at which no settlement 
— be made, Murray left Cropper’s em- 
ploy. 

Murray lives at 2009 Oakley avenue. In- 
spector Campbell ofdered last night that he 
be held, charged with attempted murder. 


FINDS MISSING HUSBAND 
AFTER A SCORE OF YEARS. 


But He Was Not Looking for His For-

Mrs. Frederick Volk came to Chicago from 
Buffalo to find and prosecute her husband, 
who she says deserted her and her infant 
daughter twenty years ago in Buffalo.

MAN’S BODY FOUND IN BARN: 


DIFFICULT TO IDENTIFY IT. 


Believed to Be That of James Hickey, 


Who Disappeared Four Weeks Ago— 
Cause of Death Puzzles Police. 


In the loft of a barn in the rear of 3220 
Wabash avenue a body, supposed to be that 
of James Hickey, was found yesterday even- 
ing. It had been dead three or four weeks,

You can 
eontrol and regulate them so that they will 
do no harm. 


May Regulate a Flood. 


“ A flood comes down the Mississippi river. 
You cannot stop it. You can guide between 
levees, so as to prevent its doing injury, so 
as to insure its doing good. Another thing, 


-you do not build levees in a day, or a month. 


“The man who tells you that he had a 
patent device by which, in sixty days, he 
would solve the whole question of floods 
along the great rivers prould not only be a 
wise man but he would be a perfect miracle 
of wisdom. compared to the man who télis 
you that by another patent remedy he can 
bring the millenium in our induStrial and 
social affairs. 

“We can do something. I hel'eve we ean 
do a good deal, but our accomplishing what I 
expect to see accomplished is conditioned 
upon our setting to work in a spirt as far 
removed as possible from hysteria. A spirit 
of sober, steadfast, kindly (1 want to em- 
phasize the word kindly) determination not 
to submit to wrong ourselves and not to 
wrong others. Not to interfere with the 


great business development of the country, : 


but at the same time so shape our legislation 
and administration as to regulate, if we can- 
not remedy, the vicious features connected 
with that industria! develonment. 

“Now I have said that there can be no 
patent remedy offered. There is not any one 
thing which can be done to remedy all the 
existing evils. There area good many things 
which. if we do them, will, I believe, make an 
appreciable betterment of our existing con- 


dition. 
Promises Must Be Kept. 


“‘In the long run, it is more comfortable 


to make promises that can be kept, instead of 
making promises which are sure of an im-° 


mense reception when made, but which en- 
tail intolerable humiliation when it is at- 
tempted to carry them out. 

**T am sufficiently fortunate to be defend- 
ing now, as president, precisely the remedies 
that I advocated two years ago. I am advo- 
cating them not in any partisan spirit, be- 


cause, gentlemen, this problem is a problem 


‘which affects the life of the nation as a whole. 
I am advocating them simply as an American 
citizen, who for the time being stands as the 
chief executive and the special representa- 
tive of his fellow American citizens of all 


parties. 

‘** A quarter of a century ago there had been 
no development of industries such as to 
make it a matter of the least importance 
whether the nation or the state took charge 
of the great corporations and supervised the 
great business and industrial organizations. 
A century and a quarter ago, here at Wheel- 
ing. commerce was carried on by pack trains, 
by wagon trains, and-by boats. There had 
then been no radical change.in any essen- 
tial featurts in the ways of commerce from 
the days when the Phtenician galleys plied 
the waters of the Mediterranean. 


Growth of Civilized Nations, 


“ For 4,000 or 5,000 years, perhaps longer, 
the great civilized nations, dating back into 
the _.immemorial past when Babylon and 
Nineveh stood in Mesopotamia, when Thebes 
and Memphis were mighty in the valley of 
the Nile—from that time on through the 
supremacy of Greece and of Rome, through 
the upbuilding of the great trading cities 
like Venice and Genoa in Italy, Ike the 
cities of the Rhine and the Netherlands in 
northern Europe—on through the period of 
the great expansion of European civilization 
which followed the voyages of Columbus and 
Vasco da Gama, right on down to the time 
when this country became a nation—the 
means of commercial intercourse remained 
substantially unchanged. 

‘*‘Suddenly, during our own lifetime as a 
nation—a lifetime trivial in duration com- 
pared to the period of recorded history—thete 
came a revolution in the means of inter- 
course which made a change in commerce 
and in all that springs from commerce, inin- 
dustrial development, greater than all the 
changes of the preceding thousands of 
years.”’ 

‘‘aA greater change has taken place since 
Wheeling was founded, a greater change 
in the intercoufse of mankind has taken 
place, than in all the previous periods dur- 
ing which man had lived. 

“You have right in this neighborhood a 
much larger population than any similar 
region in all the United States when the 
continental congress first sat. The change 
in industrial conditions has been literally 
immeasurable. Those changed conditions 
make necessary governmental changes 
through regulation and supervision. Such 
changes were not provided for and could not 
have been provided for in default of a knowl- 
edge of prophecy by the men who founded 
the republic. ¢ 
_ In those days each state could take care 
perfectly well of any corporation within its 
limits, and all it had to do was to try to en- 
courage their upbuilding. Now the big cor-

porations, although nominally are creatures 
of one state, usually do business in other 
states, and in a large humber of eases the 
wide variety of state laws on the subject 
of corporations has brought about the fact 
that the corporation is made in one state, but 
does almost all its work in entirely different 
states. 


No Uniformity of Legislation. 


“Tt has proved utterly impossible to get 
anything like uniformity of legislation 
among the states. Some states have passed 
laws about corporations which, if they had 
not been ineffective, would have totally pre- 
vented any important corporate wark being 
done within their limits. Other states have 
such lax laws that there is no effective effort 
made to. control any of the abusds. As a 
result we have asystem ofdividend tontrol— 
where the nation has something to say—but 
it is a little difficult to know exactly how 
much, and where the different states have 
each something to say, but where there its 
no supreme power that can speak with au- 
thority. 

*“ It is, of course, a mere truism tosay that 
every corporation, the smallest as well as 
the largest, is a creature of the state, Where 
the corporation is small there is little need 
of exercising much supervision ovér it: but 
the stupendous corporations of the present 


supervision and regulation. 


Present Laws to Be Enforced. 


“The first effort to make is to give some- 
body the power to exercise that supervision, 
that regulation. We have already lawe on 
the statute books. Those laws will be en- 
forced, and are being enforced with all the 
power of the national government and wholly 
without regard to persons. But the: power is 
limited. 

“Now, I want you to take my words at 
their exact value. I think—I cannot say I 
am sure, because it has often happened in 
the past that congress has passed laws with 
a given purpose in view and when that law 
has been judicially interpreted it has proved 
that the purpose was not achieved—but I 
think that by legislation additional power 
in the way of regulation of at least 4 number 
of those great corporations can be cenferred. 


For *Constitutional Amendment. 

* But, gentlemen, I firmly believe that in 
the end power must be given, probably 
through a constitutional amendment, to the 
national government to exercise in full super- 
vision and regulation of those great. enter- 
prises. 

“ That is not new doctrine for me. Thatis 
the doctrine that I advocated on the stump 
two years ago.”’ | 

‘*Some of my ultra-conservative friends 
have professed to be greatly shocked at my 
advocating governmental control of corpora- 
tions. I would explain to those gentlemen 
once for all that they.err whenever they 
think that I advocate on the stump anything 
I wi.i not try to put into effect after election. 


these lines will take time. Soit will. Let me 
go back to my illustration of the Mississippi 
river. It took some time to build the levees, 
but we builtthem. Andif we have the proper 
intelligence, the proper resolution, and the 
proper self-restraint, we can work, out the 
solution along the lines that I have indi- 
cated. 


Power Is the First Need. 


“What we need first is power.» Having 
gotten the power, gentlemen, remember that 
the work will not be ended. It will be only 
fairly begun. And let me say again, and 
again, and again, that you will not get the 
millennium, The millennium is some way off 
yet. But you will be in a position to make 
long strides in the direction of seeuring a 
juster, and fairer, and more intelligent, and 
more honest management .of those corpora- 
tions, both as regards the general public and 
as regards their relationships among them- 
selves. 

‘When you have the power I should most 
earnestly advocate that it be used with the 
greatest wisdom and self-restraim.. The 
first thing would be*to find out the facts. 
For that purpose I am absolutely clear that 
we need publicity, not as a favor from any 
one corporation, but as a matter of right. 
The mere fact of the publicity itself will tend 
to stop many of the evils, and it will show 
that some of the alleged evils are imaginary. 

“We should have, under these jcircum- 
stances, one sovereign to which the big eor- 
porations should be responsible—a sovereign 
in whose courts the corporations could be 
held accountable for any. failure. to|comply 
with the laws of the legislature of that 
sovereign. I do not think you can/accom- 
piish that among the forty-six sovereigns 
oY the. states. I think that it will have to be 
through the national gevernment, 


Lesson Learréd in Civil War. 

“Now. I want to draw one lesson from 
the experfence of some of you whom I see 
in the audience who fought in the civil war. 
You recollect it perfectly well, whether you 
wore the blue or the gray, how people who 
sat at home were dead sure you ought to do 
everything quickly. 

* You who wear—my friend there—the but- 
ton which shows that you wore the biue, 
remember the days just before Bull Run, 
when all the excellent people who were at 
home said it was your duty to go on at once 
to Richmond: they demanded that it be done; 
they wanted it done within two weeks. 
Then Bull Run came along and the move- 
ment was the other way, and then 4 lot of 
the same men who had been demanding at 
the tops of their voices that you should in- 
stantly go to Richmond said-that the war 
was.over; it was done, nothing more to be 
accomplished. You and those Nke you did 
not think so. The men, north and south, were 
built of different stuff. 

“The war went on for years,.and you 
would have not gotten to Richmond at all 
if ycu had insisted that you could only go 
there by a patent device. That was not the 
way you got there. You got there by set- 
ting your teeth and making your mind up 
that you were in to see that fight through. 
Then you had to face defeat and come up 
again, and if defeated to try again, until 
out ef defeeat you wrested triumph. You

‘The men in blue and the men in gray 
who fought in the great civil war had dif- 


ferent weapons and were drilled in different 


tactics from the'soldiers who followed Wash- 
ington, and Greene, and Mad Anthony 
Wayne; who fought under Marion, who 
fought at Bunker Hill, who fought at King’s 
mountain. You had different uniforms, dif- 
ferent weapons, different tactics, but the 
spirit that drove you forward was the same. 
“And now if ever this country should be 
called, as I most earnestly hope and believe 
it never. will be calied, to face a serious for- 
eign foe, the men that fight will have high 
power, small caliber, smokeless powder ri- 
fles; they will fight in open order instead of 
the old elbow to elbow touch; they will fight 
under entirely different tactics, undeér differ- 
ent conditions, but if they win they will win 
because they had in them the same stuff 
that their fathers had in the civil war, their 
great grandfathers in the revolutionary war. 


Man Behind the Gun Counts. 


“The weapon changes, the gun changes, 
but the qualities of the man behind the gun 
have got to remain the same as ever. 

‘It is just so in dealing with these prob- 
lems of cttizenship. The changed conditions 
mean that ‘there must be changes in the 
laws, changes from time to time in the fun- 
damental underlying law of the land which 
we call the constitution. The law now and 
then has to change, but in the long run it fs 
the man behind the law that counts. 

‘*We need good laws, we need the best 
laws, we need the best constitution, and need 
to amend it so as to keep it what it is—the 
best constitution. But no constitution, no 
law will supply the place fn the average indi- 
vidual of those qualities which in their sum 
make up good citizenship. It is just as it {s 
inbattle. I hate—and if any national guards- 
man is here he will appreciate what I say— 
I hate to see our national guard armed with 
a black powder musket. I would about as 
soon see him armed with a crossbow. I be- 
lieve that for any man wearing the un!form 
which is ‘Uncle Sam's,’ or may be ‘ Uncle 
Sam's’ in an emergency, the best weapon is 
none too good. 

“ But if you give a man the best weapon in 
the world and he himself is a pretty poor 
sort of a creature, he will be beaten by a 
good man with a club. 


Needs for Best Citizenship. 

“* Now, it is just so in the field of civic life. 
If our average citizenship is low, no laws 
will save us. There are other countries with 
almost exactly our constitution: with much 
similar laws to ours, where nevertheless the 
experience of free government has been al- 
most a failure, because the men were not the 
same; because they did not have the same 
stuff for citizenship. In the last resort’ it 
must be the high average standard of citi- 
zenship upon which we will have to rely in 
this republic. 

“ We,need more than intellect. We need 
character—character, which counts most; 
that is what counts more than anything else 
in life--character which counts for the indl- 
vidual in private life, which counts in the life 
of the state; character which we want to see 
in Our public men when they tackle the prob- 
lem of the trusts or of anything else; charac- 
ter which is fundamentally composed of 
many elements, but which must command 
these three: 

‘Honesty first; I do not care how able a 
man is, if he is a scamp he is a danger; I do not 
- care how honest a man is, if he is afraid he is 
no good. Honesty first, then courage. And 
those two qualities are not enough. It does 
not make any difference how brave a man is, 
or how honest, if he is born foolish scant will 
be the good you get out of him. 

“* We need, then, for our citizenship charac- 
ter; character into which shall enter honesty, 
courage, and the saving grace of common 
sense.”’ 


Three States Are Visited. 


‘Lexington, Ky., Sept. 6.—[Special.]—Three 
states were visited by President Roosevelt 
during his travels today, but only a few brief 
stops were made. At every station crowds 
awaited the president, and when time per- 
mitted President Roosevelt addressed a few 
words to the people. 

In his trip through Ohio and Kentucky 
stops were made at Newark, Columbus, 
Washington Courthouse, Midland City, and 
Cincinnati, in Ohio, and at Burgin, Lexing- 
ton, and Ludlow in Kentucky. 


Pays Tribute to McKinley. 


A tribute was paid to the mory of Presi- 
dent McKinley by President Roosevelt in 
addresing the crowd at Columbus. The Pres- 
ident said: 

‘IT want to thank you for coming here. 
It is just a year ago that Ohio's great presi- 
dent was shot, and it isan anniversary that is 
fitted to make all of us think solemnly, both 
of what the country lost in his death and of 
what the country owed to his life. 

President McKinley had become the 
president of the entire country, so that Ohio 
could claim him no more than all the rest of 
us could claim him; and when he died his 
character and his policies had so impressed 
themselves upon the nation asa whole that in 
the broadest and fullest sense he had become 
the president of no party and no section, but 
of the people throughout tlre iength and 
breadth of our union. 

‘It is a good thing for us now, a year after 
he was shot, to think of what he did and to 
try to keep ourselves up to his standard. 

“JT thank you most heartily for giving me 
the chance to see you. I am obliged to you 
for your greeting.” 

Help of Kentuckians. 


In addressing the people of Burgin, the 
president referred to the black powder guns 
which he denounced as obsolete, and, turn- 
ing to the chief of the militia, he asked: 

“Col. Williams, are your state troops 
equipped with black powder guns still?’ 

Col. Williams replied: “* They are, sir. We 
look to you for relief.” 

* You shall have all I can give. We have 
got the law through the lower house. If 
only you can help me get it through the 
senate. we will be all right. The man who 


has a black powder musket might as well 
have a cross bow.” 


AIDE AFTER THE HOUNDS. 


DAY OF EXCITING SPORT FOR 
WHIPS AT LAsE FOREST. 


Eleven Mounts Answer the Signal to 
Start in the First Fox Hunt by On- 
wentsia Club Members—Women Join 
in Chase Fearlessly—Trail Is Five 
Miles Long, with Fourteen Jamps— 
Prof. Sloan’s Horse Refuses to Take 
the Hurdles. 


Baying hounds dashing over the green- 
sward just west of the polo fleld signaled the 
start of the fox hunt of the Riding club of 
Onwentsia at 3:30 yesterday afternoon. A 
dozen thoroughbred hunters, mounted by 
skilled riders, galloped in the train. - The 
clouds of dust that rose behind them veiled 
the groups of people out to see the start. 

It was ideal weather for a steeplechase, 
and the whips of Onwentsia made the best 
of the day. Arthur T. Aldis, mounted on his 
chestnut hunter Parson, was, after the 
hounds almost before they were well away 
from their kennels. He acted as master of 
the hounds, and the crack of his whip called 
all the hunters to follow. Eleven mounts 
answering the signal dashed into the road 
leading to Kennedy’s woods. 


Women Ride Fearlessly. 


On some of the hunters women were mount- 
ed, and they sat on their saddles fearlessly. 
Mrs. Arthur .T. Aldis was mounted on Betsy. 
Mrs. W. W. Tracy rode Barney, a light chest- 
nut hunter. Bert Fellow, the biue ribbon 
hunter at the Lake Forest horse show, was 
the mount of Miss Gwethlyn Jones. Mrs. 
Hugh J. MeBirney rode Ace of Spades, a fa- 
mous hunter. Mrs, E. 8. Adams went inio 
the chase on So Bang, and Miss Florence 
Gray rode Terapin, a thoroughbred that for- 
merly belonged to the stables of Frederic 
McLaughiin, 

Mr. F. T. A. Junkin followed the hounds 
mounted on Dandridge, and Mr. Delavan 
Smith rode His Grace. Prof. Sloan.of Lake 
Forest university was mounted On a gray 
gelding from the polo stables, and Arthur 
Bessell was mounted on another gray. Ev- 
erette MiNard rode Roland, a heavy hunter. 

Illness prevented Mrs. H. C. Chatfield- 
Taylor from participating in the first hunt, 
and Mr. Frederic McLaughlin, another of 
the club’s crack riders, is only just recover- 
ing from an injury received on the polo field, 
and likewise could not follow the hounds. 


Trail Five Miles Long. 


The trail was five miles long, taking a 
circultous course through the stubble fields 
and wodods lying west and north of the golf 
links. The hounds were cast off in Kenne- 
dy’s woods, just west of the polo fleld. The 
trail was struck at once and went directly 
west for a mile before circling to the north. 
A northeasterly course was followed for two 
miles and a half through the Culver, Vicker- 
man, and Steele farms. 

There the trail turned east and met the 
first check in a broad stubble of oats. The 
hounds scattered, but in a moment had 
caught the trail again. This time it ran 
east, crossing the Milwaukee road to the 
Skokie. There’ the trail again turned north, 
going a mile to the finish in Mr. James Har- 
lan’s woods. 


Professor’s Horse Balks. 


During the chase the hunters encountered 
fourteen jumps which had been constructed 
of board fencing. All the horses took the 
jumps well, with the exception of the gray 
geiding mounted by Prof. Sloan. This heavy 
hunter refused to.take the first jump near 
the limits of Kennedy's woods, and had to be 
whipped and driven hard at the fence fora 


’ dozen trials before it finally took it. At the 


second hurdle it bajked again, and at the 
third the animal's stubbornness compelled 
Mr. Sloan to give up the chase and return to 
the stables. 

All who went out on the run expressed 
themselves as enthusiastic over the sport, 
which promises to find a host of devotees at 
Onwentsia. Hereafter it will be a weekly 
event.

This made an opéening for Mr. Biount to 
enter a protest against the league’s attack 
or his protégé, Frank C. Farnum, republican 
candidate for state senator in the Nineteenth 
district. This led to sharp words with ref- 
erence to the league’s policy toward all the 
yeguiar nominees on the legislative end of 
the ticket in-that district. It is said there 
was a clinch, but that the two men separated 


before the scuffle became serious. 


ARMY AND 
_ END MIMIC WAR, 


Umpires Assemble at Newport 
to Figure Out Actual 
Results. 


SHIPS LEAVE THE SOUND. 


Final Attack a Spectacular One, 
but of Little Real Value in 
Military Game. 


Newport. R. I., Sept. 6.—[{Special.]—The 
war game being ended, the umpires are pre- 
paring to figure out the results, the ships of 
the fleet are dispérsing, and the navai militia 
and national guardsmen have been sent to 
their homes. 

Last night’s spectacular run of the fleet 
by the forts guarding Newport is being crit- 
icised as of no value,from a military or 
naval point of view. © 


To Please the Newporters. 


In fact, it is declared 'n some quarters that 
the whole affair was arranged for the edifi- 
cation of the thousands cof townspeople and 
wealthy cottagers gathered along shore. 

There is apparently no difference of opin- 
ion among the naval and military men who 
sew it that a sintilar aitempt on the part of 
a fleet actually hostile would have met with 
certain disaster. Had Rear Admiral Hig- 
ginson been a reay enemy instead of a play 
one, his vessels would be lying hopeless and 
helpless hulks in the channel through which 
they sailed so gracefully and easily last 
night. 


Work Has Been Beneficial. 


From the standpoint of those on the ships 
the week of war work has been beneficial. 
Every officer and man worked hard, but with 
enthusiasm, and there would have been en- 
tire satisfaction throughout the fleet if an 
additional nerve breaking strain had not 
been imposed by the uncertainty in the ar- 
rangement and execution of the-plans. ; 

In play war it is necessary to know the 
why and wherefore of what is to be done, so 
that the lesson may be intelligently learned 
in the light of knowledge of its meaning. Not 
knowing, officers and men went at their 
work biindly without appreciating why they 
were doing it. 


Best Part of the Game. 


The day attack on Newport . yesterday 
afternoon was probably the most important 
of all the strategic maneuvers practiced by 
the fleet. It was well arranged, the vessels 
being sa placed that they were practically 
under shelter from the fire of Forts Wether- 
ell, Adams, and Greble, but at the samé 
time could drop shells in the land defense. 

Army @fficers claim, however, that theiz 
mortars’ could reach the ships easily. The 
navy people entered in opposition. to this, 
that the destruction of the signal stations 
by gun) fire from the ships prevented the 
forts from ascertaining the location of the 
naval vessels, and that .the mortar gunners 
were therefore unable to know where to drop 
their shells. 


. Good Thing for Navy. 

Before the Kearsarge left today Rear Ad 
miral Higginson made the following state- 
ment: 

“I regard the maneuvers of the week as 
being most beneficial to the navy. We have 
been taught to know what to do under con- 
ditions of war, and our experience has been 
of almost incalculable vatue. 

“In my opinion these maneuvers should 
be held every summer. The presence of the 
naval militia added much to the interest of 
the occasion and the services of those men 
have been satisfactory.” 

The admiral refused to give an opinion 
whether the army or navy had won in the 
war game, but he manifested great satiefac- 
tion with the manner in which the ships 
his command had been conducted. 


MacArthur Is Satisfied.’ 


New London, Conn., Sept. 6—Through 
Chief of Staff Thomas H. Barry, Maj. Gen. 
MacArthur today sent a telegram to’ all 
commanders expressing his entire satisfac- 
tion with the work of the army during the 
war maneuvers which came to a close this 
noon. The dispatch follows: 

‘* Headquarters Department of the Hast, 
New London, Conn., Sept. 6.—With the con- 
clusion of the maneuvers the major general 
commanding desires to inform you that the 
work of the command has been entirely satis- 
factory in every respect. The attitude of all 
concerned has been exceediggly gratifying, 
and the earnestness and zeal displayed have 
made the maneuvers exceedingly inspiriting 
and instructive.- 

“It is believed that every officer and en- 
listed man of the army and national guard 
who took part In the maneuvers entertains 4 
feeling of admiration for the splendid man 
ner in which the naval! part of the program 
has been conducted, whereby our confidence 
and affection for the service, ever constant, 
have been renewed and emphasiged by this 
exceedingly agreeable association In prose- 
euting professional work of great import- 
ance to the nation. : 

“ Please convey the above in suitable form 
to your command.

weather.

STEAM PROPELLER ARROW COV- 
ERS MILE IN 1:18 4-5. 


All Previous Times in Test on the 
Huadson—Travels at Rate of 44 2-15 
Miles an Hour, and Engineer Says 
He Could Have Gone Faster—Pas- 
sengers Scarcely Feel Vibration 
During the Test. 


New York, Sept. 6.—[Special:}—Charies 
R. Flint’s wongerful steam yacht Ar- ; 
row, which many New Yorkers have seen 
scooting about the harbor this summer, 
broke the world’s record at its speed test 
this afternoon, sent oversthe government 
measured mile course on the Hudson, near 
Irvington, with a flying start of three miles 
and carfying 375 pounds of steam. 

The Arrow covered the mile in 1:18 4-5. 
It traveled at the rate of 39 1-46 knots, or 
44 2-15 miles an hour. The English torpedo, 
boat Viper’s record is only 42.48 miles an 
hour.

NO CHANGE IN PEACE PLAN 


BOERS’ TALK WITH. CHAMBER- 
LAIN IS NOT IMPORTANT. 


Concessions to Residents of rmer 

Republics Cannot Be Granted Until 
Approved by Lord Milner—Confer- 
enee, While Meaning Much to For- 
mer Foes of Empire, Fails to Inter- 
est Britain—Colonial Secretary Be- 
lieved More Afraid Now. 


LONDON, Sept. 6.—Nothing important, it 
is believed now, is likely to ensue as a result 
of the conference held yesterday at the 
colonial office between Colonial Secretary 
Chamberlain and the Boer generals, Botha, 
De Wet, and Delarey. There may be, how- 
ever, slight Modifications of the plans cut- 
lined for the resettignent of matters in the 
annexed tefritories, Hut these will be in-the 
nature of ifitternal!l changes, more interesting 
to political economists than to the world at 


large, and even these wi!l only come after 
Mr. Chamberlain shail have consulted with | 
Lord Milner, British high commissioner in 
south Africa, and after such consultation 
have laid the matter before the cabinet. 

What transpired at yesterday's conference 
is little more than what happens when one of 
the members. of the cabinet receives a trade 
or other delegation in support of its partic- 
ular views. No topic really vital to the 
conquered repubtics, so far as their relations 
to the outside world are concerned, could be 
admitted to discussion. Such points were 
4rrevocably settled when the terms of peace 
were signed. 


Concessions Not Important. 


The concessions which the Boer generals 
urged Mr. Chamberlain to make were al- 
most vitally important to individual Boers, 
especially to land owners, but of compara- 
tively smal] importance to the rank and file 
in England except to those who, through in- 
vestment or otherwise, are directly con- 
cerned in south Africa. 

Except for the breaking of precedents, 
hampering Lord Milter, or antagonizing the 
liberalists of Cape Colony and Natal, it may 
safely be said that Mr. Chamberlain might 
easily have conceded al] the generals asked. 
These exceptions. however, involve so many 
wheels within wheels that the discussions | 
fre likely to be protracted, with a result that 
will combine as much of a compromise as is 
consistent with thé imperial dignity. 

These halfway courses and undramatic dé- 
nouements do not enter@nto the reckoning 
of the English public, Whose imagination 
has been unusually fired by accounts of Fri- 
day’s conference. 


Wants Co-operation of Boers.’ 

Nothing has so forcibly brought home to 
the average Englishman the end of the war 
as the visit of the Boer generals to Mr. 
Chamberlain's office, and its possible results 
are magnified out of all reckoning. The 
British government will give the Boers all it 
can in a desire to gain their coijperation in 
the establishment of the new régime, but al- 
ready there is a good sized storm brewing 
among the Boers of Cape Colony, Natal, and 
Rhodesia and among the British residents of 
the south African colonies over what is 
termed ‘‘ the imperial government's anxiety 
to reward’ disloyalty and aggression.’ One 
of the colonial premiers recently said: 

“Mr. Chamberlain is more scared now by 
the south African loyalists than he ever was’ 
by the Boers. With such conditions pre- 
vailing, it is obviously fmpossible for Mr. 
Chamberlain immediateiy to secure any. im- ‘ 
portant concessions for the Boers, ewen 
though he may recognize the justice of their 
claims.”’

‘We are not able to say at this time how 
much the estate of Mr. Rosenthal will amount 
to.”’ said Edward N. D’Ancona, who filed 
the will. ‘‘ We have not had time to ex- 
amine his papers, but undoubtedly it will 
be in the neighborhood of $1,000,000.”" . 

Mr. Rosenthal died at his residence, 3333 
Michigan avenue, after an iliness of about 
six weeks. He had been failing for several 
years, but had been able to attend to business 
until recently. He was born in Germany, 
and came to this country when a boy. 


Chicago Resident Twenty-five Years. 

He was 51 years old and had been a resi- 
dent of Chicago for more than twenty-five. 
years. He left a widow, Addie R. Rosen- 
thal, and three children; Helen, Edwin A., 
and Aldred O. Rosenthal. 

Mr. Rosenthal was a member of the firm 
M. Born & Co., having been connected with 
it for nearly twenty years. He was a mem- 
ber of the Sinai congregation and also of the 
Standard b. He was a Mason and be- 
longed to the Royal Arcanum. In his life he 
did much for charity and also took an active 
part in politics, serving as chairman of the 
finance committee in ward organizations. 


POLICE PENSIONS IN 
NOW THE LIST IS REDUCED. 


Board Rescinds 20 Per Cent Cut, In- 
cluding Last Month—Discharge of 
Thirty-one Men Makes It Possible.

CITY WINS TRANSFRR SUI 


JURY AWARDS $50 DAMAGES 
AGAINST TRACTION COMPANY. 


Cases Made Famous by Celebrated 
Bribery Scandals Resumed Before 
Justice Gibbons—Verdict Reached 
After Fifteen Minutes’ Deliberation 
~—Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Calls It a Great Victory—Ald. Race, 
Leader of Austin Baiters, Jubilant. 


Chicago won a victory over the Union 
Traction company yesterday in an Austin 
transfer case tried before Justice Gibbons 
After being out fifteen minutes the jury re- 
turned a verdict for the city and awarded 
the plaintiff, Policeman James Mulvaney of 
the Central station, $50 damages. 

It was in the trial of the first two of these 
cases, involving the issuance of transfers be- 
tween the Union and Consolidated Traction 
companies, that the jury bribing scandals 
arose, with their -‘ pin ’’ and “‘ newspaper ”’ 
brigades. 

As the result of these charges P. H. O’Don- 
nell, then public administrator: James T. 
Brady, Cyrus 8. Simons, John O’ Donnell, W. 
J. Gallagher, Herbert Rothery, and Ham- 
mond T. Laurence were convicted of bribery. 
During their trial the transfer cases were 
allowed to rest, the hearing being resumed 
last Thursday. 


Comsider It a Big Victory. 


The result of the jury’s finding yesterday 
is considered a great victory by Assistant 
Corporation Counsels Goodwin and Fyffe, 
who have been handling the case for the city. 
They said they looked. for victories in the 
rest of the 208 cases which are pending be- 
fore Justice Gibbons. 

Frank Race, who has been an inter- 
ested spectator in the courtroom since the 
beginning of the trial, was jubilant over the 
verdict.

GLASH WITHA HOSPITAL, 


CORONER TRAEGER BEGINS IN- 
QUIRY AT POST GRADUATE. 


Charges That Unauthorized Post Mor- 
tem Examination Was Made of the 


Anesthetic and That Some of the 
Organs Had Been Taken Away— 
Family of Mrs. Laura Moore Unde- 
cided as to Exhuming Her Remains, 


what the coroner asserts was an unauthor+ 
ized post mortem examination made of the 
body of William Butrick, who died under an 
anzesthetic administered in preparation for 
@n operation at the hospital on Friday. 

When Dr. Leininger of the coroner's office 
‘went to the hospital to make an autopsy to 
ascertain the cause of death he discovered, 
so. he reported-to his chief, that he had been 
forestalled. He reported, moreover, that the 
heam and some of the other organs of the 
body \had been taken away, and because of 
this any examination he might make would 
be incomplete and practically valueless. 


Coroner Begins an Inquiry. 

When a report was made to him of what 
had taken place, the coroner instituted an 
inquiry to astertain who was responsible 
for the unauthorized autopsy and what had 
been done with the heart, the condition of 
which would be an important factor in as- 
certaining whether the death was due to the 
improper use of the drug. 

“The proceeding is\absoluely irregular,’’ 
said the coroner. ‘‘In\the first place, the 
physicians had no right to issue a death cer- 
tificate in the case, and there was no excuse 
for conducting a private post-mortem at the 
hospital. I have set the inquest for Wedines- 
day morning, and if there is\any trouble in 
finding out the facts I shall \summon the 
entire staff of the hospital and\compel the 
furnishing of a detailed information.” 


Family of Deceased Surprised. 


declared they had not been consulted in the 
matter. 

The deceased was a farmer at Pleasant 
Prairie, Wis., who had been taken to the 
hospital for treatment for Bright's disease. 
An operation was decided on, but the man’s 
stepfather, S. E. Upson, says he understood

DISPUTE ENDED 


BY ARBITRATORS. 


All Grievances of Chicago 
City Railway Employes 
Are Settled. 


|MEN GET CONCESSIONS. 


Increases in Pay and: Shorter 
Hours Allowed, Though Less 
than Was Demanded. 


Employés of the Chicago City railway com- 
pany have had al\their grievances settled by 
the arbitrators, The decision, which was 
handed down yesterday, gives dll but a few 
classes of workmen a 10 per cent increase in 
wages and materially shortens their working 
hours. 

The findings, in the main favorable to the 
men, put an end to strike agitation, for the 
decisién is binding on both parties until 
Sept. 30, 1903. The only grievances to be dis- 


cussed by the board in the future are those 


arising from the discharge of men, personal 
claims of empleyés against the company, 
and minor matters of jurisdiction. 

The board has given the men half of the 
wage increase they demanded. It hascut the 
working hours from twelve and fifteen a day 
to nine in the shops and to ten and thirteen 
on the trains, according to the runs, the full 
day in no case to be over fifteen hours. This 
gives the employés the best working schedufe 
in the country. 

When the board met to take up the differ- 
egces the men were represented by James H. 
Bowman, former president of the Chicago 
Federation of Labor, the company by former 
Judge S. 8. Page, and the deciding arbitrator 
was A. C. Bartlett of Hibbard, Spencer & 
Bartlett. 

The decision finally agreed upon and signed 
by all interested \s as follows: 

“The board decides that the wage.rate of 
those specified as car body wood workers, 
rough painters, machine shop men, pitroom 

en, washing machine, and brass cleaners, 
and laborers, as designated, be increased 10 
per cent over the present wage. 

‘* Mechanical department men, classed as 
car repairers, motor repairers, grip repairers, 
inspectors, and dopers, shall be given an in- 
crease of 10 per cent. 

“Claim for inerease of wages was made 
for car pushers, car cleaners, car couplers, 
and various other classes. As to certain of 
these classes it was conceded that they were 
not entitled to any increasein wages; and the 
board finds and decides that only the fol- 
lowing named ane entitled to an increase— 
to wit: car pushers, car cleaners, and car 
couplers; and the board decides that the 
car pushers, cleaners, andcouplers shall have 
an increase of 10 per cent over the present 
wage scale. 

** The board decides that all car repairers, 
motor repairers, grip repairers, inspectors, 
dopers, ear pushers, and car cleaners shall 
be absent from duty every other Sunday. 

“The board decides that nine hours shall 
constitute a day’s work and also decides that 
all time over and above nine hours shall be 
paid for at a rate of time and a half.’’ 

In addition, the board reaffirmed its de- 
cision giving the motormen and conductors 
on the electric lines an increase from 20 to 21 
cents an hour to 24 centg. It further decided 
that any member of the union holding a posi- 
tion as officer of the union shall be reinstated 
as an employé when his term as officer ex- 
pires. It was also decided that all grievances 
are to be taken up as soon as possible after 
complaint has been filed.

GAME BIRDS ARE SCARCE 


RAINS OF SUMMER RUIN ILLINOIS 
HUNTERS’ PROSPECTS. 


Experiences of the Week Show That 
Prairie Chicken Crop Is Almost En- 
tirely Destroyed Throughout the 
State by Wet Weather and Other 
Unfavorable Conditions of the Year 

—Quail Promise to Be Equally Difii- 
cult to Find Hereabouts. 


Illinols sportsmen know from the experi- 
ences of the week that the rains of the sum- 
mer just past haveialmost entirely destroyed 
the crop of the state's game birds. Reports 
from other states show that a similar con- 
dition exists elsewhere. 

On Monday, the opening day of the prairie 
chicken shooting, M. R. Bortree and Rod- 
erick McClellan went to Worthington, IIL, 
known as one of the best chicken sections in 
the state, and hunted all day without seeing 
a bird. Twelve hunters boarded the train 
at different points|on the way back to the 
city. Six of them had nothing, the other 
six had seven prairie chickens, all told. 

The quail season has not yet opened, but 
the report of every hunter was that no quail 
had been seen. Last year both chickens and 
quail were plentiful In the region covered. 

Townsend Smith, with two friends, spent 
the opening day in what is ordinarily a fine 
prairie chicken ground. They returned with 
six birds, and reported that the rains of the 
season seem not only to have made nesting 
impossible but actually to have drowned the 
old birds. 

W. J. Obee of Highland Park went out to 
an ordinarily choice shooting ground and 
found three birds. Two Chicagoans hunted 
all day about Woodstock, where there were 
many birds last year, and bagged five chick- 
ens. 


Dr. Charles IL. Chase went to the heart of 
the state with a friend and returned with no 
birds. There were none to be shot. 

In Iowa the situation is about the same. 
Three Chicago hunters spent two daysin the 
stubbles and corn fields in the northwestern 
part of the state and shot seven chickens. 
The Dakotas, where the rain did not fall so 
heavily as elsewhere, are the only states 
which report prairie chickens in anythisg 
like their former numbers. 

Sportsmen believe nothing but a closesea- 
son for two or three years will give the Lili-

ENGLISH FALL RACING SEASON 
BEGINS THIS WEEK. 


Scepter a Pronounced Favorite for the 
World’s Oldest Classic Because of 
Ard Patrick’s Absence, but Appears 
to Have Task Cut Out to Beat St. 
Brendan, Irish Derby Winner, and 
Royal Lancer—Doncaster Meeting 
Conducted by the Town Authorities. 


After the usual interim of a month to allow, 
the swell element, without whose presence 
high class racing in England cannot get 
along, to have its fill of grouse and part- 
ridge shooting, the fall season in that coun- 
try will open at Doncaster on Tuesday. 

Doncaster races, the principal attraction 
at which is the St. Leger, the oldest estab- 
lished race in the wort, are held under pe- 
culiar conditions. The racecourse and allits 
appurtenances are the property of the cor- 
peration of the town after which it takes 
its name, and the races are held under the 
management of the mayor and a race com- 
mittee appointed by the town council. 

Though the receipts from the races amount 
to a sufficiently large sum to relieve the 
borough of all taxation, the authorities are 
not generous, for they do not adda cent to 
the great race that has made their town fa- 
mous, nor do they give much towards en- 
riching the other events that go to — up 
the four days’ program. 


Racing Always High Class. 

Still, the racing Is always high class, for 
the yearling sales and the heavy betting 
which invariably take place at the great 
autumn handicaps at Newmarket. the ac- 
ceptances for which are due on Thursday, 
draw an enormous attendance. This insures 
a strong market on the minor races, so, as 
English owners look more to the chance of 
winning a fortune from the books than to 
the value of the prizes competed for, most of 
the best horses in the country are in evidence 
at Doncaster, despite the niggardly policy of 
the management. 

The St. Leger this year has been robbed of 
some of its interest by the elimination of the 
derby winner, Ard Patrick, who a month 


event. Owing to an accident the half broth- 
er to Galtee More, winner of both derby and 
_ St. Leger im’ 1897, had to be stopped in his 
preparation, and then could not be got ready 
for Wednesday’s race. His case is by no 
means hopeless, however, as he has now ré- 
sumed strong work, and may be to thé fore 
in some of the rich stakes at Newmarket in 
which he is engaged later in the season.

EDWARD CORRIGAN. 


When John Condon, owner of Harlem, and Edward Corrigan, who has always been 
vredited with a financial interest in Hawthorne, despite denials, exchanged greetings in 
the Harlem café last week, it was the first time the two had spoken for nine years. 

For years Condon and Corrigan waged in this city one of the bitterest turf wars the 
sport has ever known, and to bickering and contention engendered at that time is prob- 
ably due the fact that Hlinois has no protective racing law and that racing as conducted 
with betting privileges is illegal. 

While the meeting between the men at Harlem was in no sense a “ falling upon one 
another's neck” affair, it marked a step in the healing of the breach toward which each 
has been drifting for some time. Condon has been quoted as saying he wanted no more 
wars in Chicago, and Corrigan, with his advancing years and his bitter struggles on the 
coast, is known to have been willing to keep out of trouble. 

Accordingly, the incident at Harlem was comparativewy easy. Condon was sitting at’ 
a table in the café chatting with Manager Miers, when Corrigan strolled through and 
nodded to Miers. Miers remarked to Mr. Condon, who is blind: “1 just bowed to Mr. 
Corrigan. Don’t you want to speak to him?” Condon replied in the affirmative and was 
led over by Miers to where Corrigan was sitting. Hands were extended simultaneously 
and the men who had been the bitterest enemies at one time shook hands with at least an 
outward semblance of friendship. Commonplaces were passed and the meeting ended.

TALK OF THE RING 


Champicer’s Career Since Defeating . 
.MeGeverm Marked by Continual 
Disappointments—Foreed te Make 

. Amether Mateh with Terry te As< 
sure His Position—Break with Man-— 
ager and Trainer Newheogse Leaves 
Him in Hands of Easterners Now.

The path of ‘* Young " Corbett, since he bes 
eame featherweight champion of the world, 
has been strewn with everything but roses. 
Before he defeated Terry McGovern for the 
featherweight title he was practically un- 
known In the world of pugilism. 

Denver had been the scene of his principal 
battles, and his only victories aver boxers of 
note were those with “ Kid” Broad, Eddie 
Santry, and Joe Bernstein. When he beat 
McGovern, who was considered the toughest 
piece of fighting machinery ever produced in 
the featherweight division, he set the pugii- 
istic world agog. Fight followers were as- 
tounded, and Terry's admirers could not and 
would not swallow the bitter pill adménis- 
tered to them by the Denver boy. 

Everything appeared financially rosy to 
the new king of the featherweights and his 
_lifelong friend and manager, Johnny Cor- 
bett. They refused McGovern a return mateh 
}until they had gathered the monetary fruits 
of their victory. Terry had reaped a harvest 
and they intended to de Nkewise. How- 
ever, the sporting puble did not fall over 
itself to get a peep at McGovern’s conqueror 
with the result the theatrical venture. into 
whieh he entered did not “ pan out” suc- 
cessfully 


Corbett, the champion, and Corbett, the 
manager, then eoncluded the public wanted 
convincing evidence that Corbett was no 
seratch champion, so arrangements were 
made to wade through the featherweight _ 
division, clean them all out, then tale on 
Terry again. 

These plans also came to naught, as, with 
all their good intentions, they got only one 
fight, and that with “ Kid” Broad, whom 
Corbett defeated in ten rounds but Dy & 
close margin. His fight with Dave Sullivan 
was prevented by Denver and St. Louis au- 
thorities, and, with nothing but hard luck 
staring them in the face, they agreed to give 
McGovern what he was hankering after, a 
return match. 

This settled, bids for the contest were in 
order and the beut went to the Nutmeg 
club at Hartford, the organization under 
whose auspices Corbett wen the champton- 
ship, for the juicy purse of $14,000. Mat- 
ters btgan te look brighter for the champion 
and he went east to train for the comtest. 
But the heodoo which trafled him from the 
| day he lowered Terry’s colors pursued him 
into the Nutmeg state and bobbed up before 
him, cled in law and order regalia, and necee- 
sitated a shift to 

This unexpected but compulsory change,of 
the fighting greund,.it was thought, had 
throttled his hoodoo, but he had scarcely 
time te grasp the hand of good luck when 
he quarreled with and split out with his 
friend and manager, Johnny Corbett, and 
discharged Frank Newhouse of Denver, one 
of his trainers. On top of this came the re- 
quest of the Connecticut Law and Order 
league to the Kentucky authorities to pre- 
vent the fight taking place in their state. 
Fortunately for Corbett the governor of the 
state and the mayor of Loulgvilie will take 
no hand in stopping the contest, which is 
scheduled to take place under the auspices of 
the Southern Athletic club on Sept. 22. 

The champion’s quarrel with his manager 
and his trainer, Newhouse, is to be deplored, 
as it leaves Corbett entirely in the hands 
of easterners.

Newhouse, the trainer, is 
spreading reports that Corbett is negligent 
in his training, and that unless he gets down 
to hard work he will be in no condition te 
fight. Manager Corbett has little to say re- 
garding the training habits of his recent 
protégé, neither would he acknowledge, 
while in Chicago, to the splitout. The cham- 
pion, however, verified the reports of the 
estrangement by stating he had been cham- 
pion year, that only per- 
sons knew of ft, and that hereafter he would 
paddle his own canoe. 

Tomorrow night the: America Athleticclub 
will present to its patrons what the manage- 
ment terms an “ all star card,” with Clar- 
ence Forbes and “ Kid ” Herman in the wind- 
up. Two other bouts equally as strong as 
the windup will be those between Al Weinig 
of Buffalo and Billy 8tiftand between Buddy 
Ryan and Jack O'Keefe.

About a year ago he discovered he was 
on the wrong tack and mended his ways, and 
those in clese touch with him say he has 
recovered his old time form. In Herman, 
Clarence will meet one of the hardest 122 
pound fighters in Chicago, not a tricky, aci- 
entific boxer, but a hard hitting ever ready 
mixer, game to the core, and a glutton for 
punishment. The “Buddy” Ryan-Jack 
O'Keefe go ought to be a “ hummer.” Their 
last meeting waa one continual case of alug, 
with O'Keefe having the upper hand tn the 
early stages and ‘* Buddy,’ by dint of the 
hardest kind of fighting, finishing strong 
enough to secure a draw.

They form nowhere a compact population, 
‘but are scattered all over the country, most- 
ly in smal communities, and are usually 
found occupying the position of clerk, trader, 
banker, and money lender. Indeed, they 
have a sort.of hereditary taste for calcula- 
tion and are famed as a race for their clever- 
ness in everything where figures are con- 
‘cerned. This has always been to such an 
extent recognized in Egypt that nowadays, 
as in olden times, the Mohammedan gov- 
ernors and provincial authorities have nearly 
always a Copt in their employ as clerk and 
as cashier.’and collector. ‘With all that they 
are not trusted and have from time imme- 
morial. enjoyed the reputation of being a 
‘people faithless and deceitful as well as 
exceedingly sullen. 


HE Coptic church itself may. 


be said to have been founded 
by a Syrian monk, known 
as Jacob El Baradai, in the 
sixth century. It is mono- 
physitic—that is to say, it 
holds that there is but one 
nature in Christ. Monophys- 
itism was condemned as a 
heresy by the council of 
- Chaicedon in 461, and from 
‘. that time forth attempts 
were made by the Byzan- 
tine empire, to which Egypt 
was then subject, to sup- 
press it. This had the effect 
of exasperating the Egypt- 
fan Christians to such an 
extent that they actually 
hailed the Moslem conquer- 
ors of the land of the Nile 
as their liberators, and aided them in driving 
out the Byzantine authorities. In rerogni- 
‘tion of these services they were treated with 
a toleration and friendliness by the Arab in- 
vaders that has been without parallel in 
any other Christian country reduced to Mos- 
lem rule, and there is no doubt that the 
tradition of this peculiar alliance between 
the crescent and the cross 1,200 yeafs ago 
has exercised ever since a certain degree 
of influence upon the relations between the 
tn and the Mohammedan population of 
pt. 


To this ancient alliance, as well as to the” 


peculiar moral and climatic conditions of the 
orient, must be ascribed the numerous cus- 
toms and practices which the Copts have in 
common with their Moslem fellow citizens, 
Thus tota] abstinence from pork, circum- 
cision, the veiling by the women of their 
faces, both in public and at home when 
male visitors are present, are just as strictly 
enforced among the Copts as among the 
Mohammedans, while their funeral customs 
and many features of their marriage cere- 
monies are identical with those of the fol- 
lowers of the Prophet, 

Their dress, too, is similar. Thus at Cairo, 
Alexandria, and in the more 
towns the Copts wear the fez and the stam- 
bouline, while in the more remote districts 
they make use of the turban, which is, how- 
ever, usually of a grayish or a light brown 
‘color, instead of white. Indeed, it has a 
‘dingy appearance that is not altogether out 
of keeping with the unenviable reputation 
which the Copts as a race enjoy as foes of 
everything that has any bearing upon sani- 
tation and cleanliness. 


CCLESIASTICALLY the 
Copts are subject to a.patri- 
arch, who, although styled 
*“ of Alexandria,’’ makes his 
headquarters at Cairo, and 
whose authority extends over 
Abyssinia, where he is repre- 
sented by a sort of legate and 
metropolitan known as the 
abuna. He is ihvariably 
chosen from am the

There is no 
preaching, the service consisting merely of 
recitation of passages from the bible or the 
liturgy, which, being in Coptic, no one, not 
even the officiating clergy, as a rule, under- 
stands, and it is so long that as there are no 
seats and one is expected to stand, crutches 
are supplied on which to lean. 

The moral standpoint of the clergy is ex- 
tremely low, in spite of the fact that marriage 
is forbidden only to the higher grades of the 
secular orders. Drunkenness is their beset- 
ting sin. Even the principal festivals of the 
church are often disgraced by frightful out- 
bursts of this vice on the part of the clergy, 
and as the latter are as a rule poor and with- 
out any fixed pay of any kind they resort to 
all sorts of schemes of a more or less shady 
character to obtain money. The majority of 
churches are terribly dilapidated, and as

THE MINERS’ STRIKE. 

An approach to,general unanimity on the 
part of the press ¢onceriing an economic or 
social question is sq unusual as to deserve 
attention when it o¢cur's. There is such: 
unanimity in the ‘attitude of the press con- 
cerning the anthracite mite owners. There 
is a general agreement that they have not 
been so conciliatory towards their employés 
or so regardful of the public welfare as they 
might have been. To all whe havesought 
to bring about peace between them and their 
employés they have cried out “ hands off.” 
They have declared biuntly that the mines 
are their property, and that they have an 
unlimited, uncontrolled right to do as they 
please with their own. They refuse to réc- 
ognize their just obligation either to their 
employés or to the public. 

Property owners have rights. They have, 
theoretically, a right to employ whom they 
choose at such wages as they please and to 
establish such lawful regulations as they 


4 gee fit with reference to the mode of pay- 


ment or to the terms of employment. But 
in society, as now organized, there is an ob- 
vious connection between the interests of 
employer and employé. There is also a 
growing tendency to recognize the obliga- 
tions of property to the community at large 
and to labof. The theory that the owner of 
property has absolute contro! of it has of 
late been modified, if not abandoned. 

Labor wars have been waged in defense of 
that theory, and‘ seemingly have been won 
by the property owners—the employers— 
but at a fearful cost. | 

It is unnecessary to recall other strikes 
than the one of the éngineers of the Bur- 
lirigton road, of the Carnegie employés, and 
of the Pullman men? In each instance the 
employers won a victory, but they paid a 
heavy price for it not only in money but in 
the morale of their service. Looking at the 
matter from a broader point of view than 
the momentary interests of the employer, in 
each instance the contest was distinctly in- 
jurious to the community in general. Large 
numbers of workingmen were embittered 
against capital. ‘They felt that the Car- 
negie and Pullman methods were oppressive 
and tyrannical. In the Pullman case,.as in 
go many other cases, the shibboleth of the 
employer was “ nothing to arbitrate.” Ar- 
bitration was not conceded, and the Pullman 
men had to submit. They were resentful. 
So were the men in other fields of labor who 
sympathized with them and with the Carne- 
gie and the Burlington strikers. There is not 
the same feeling of loyalty:or attachment 


} to the employer that there formerly was. 


Perhaps that is to be expected as the num- 
ber of men working for one employer in- 
creases, but at any rate workingmen occupy 
a position of antagonism to capital and to 
general employers of labor they did not fif- 
teen or twenty years ago. 

It cannot be said the employer has no 
obligations to the community at large, when 
he can influence the peace and well being 
of the community so profoundly by his 
method of dealing with labor. The strike’ 
which is defeated by resorting to harsh and 
oppressive measures leaves a sting behind 
it. The public at large may feel the effects 
of the unjust and unfeeling policy of an 
employer long after it has ceased to operate. 

It would have been for the interests of the 
people in the United States in general,and the 


‘mineownérs and mineworkers in particular, 
1 if the mineowners had ‘been more concilia- 


tory in their methods or had shown the 
least willingness to admit that the miners 
have rights. The men in the mines are en- 
titled to just, considerate treatment. They 
are entitled not merely to fair wages but to 
good wages. They have a right to demand 
that the method of paying them for their 


work shall be such that they know they are 


not being cheated. They complain that 
they mine more coal than they are paid for. 
That is a grievance which, if well founded, 


: calls for redress. They ask for shorter 


hours of work. ‘They are not alone in that. 


For a century workingmen everywhere 


have been asking for shorter hours. 

These are questions which in the opinion 
of the general public are proper questions 
for arbitration. The miners may be asking 
too much. Let the arbitrators pass on the 
question. When the mineowners say 
“there is nothing to arbitrate ” the answer 
of the public is that they areinerror. They 
are assuming a position whiclr is untenable 
nowadays when it is recognized that a busi- 
ness like the one they carry on is affected 
by a public trust. Property has rights, but 
it has duties also, and the public, which 
must protect the rights, will manage in some 
way to enforce the duties. 7 

The minsowners say they will not. * rec- 
ognize the union.” Time was when all] em- 
ployers said that. Few say it now. The 
leaders of one great indystry after another 
have submitted cheerfully or reluctantly 
to deal.with “an organization.” It is ad- 
mitted by most employers, and by all non- 
employers, that labor has a right to or- 
gunize. It has the same right to organize 
that capital‘has. The right to recognition 
follows on the heels of theright to organize. 
Sooner or later the mineowners will have 
to “recognize a union. Their speedy 
quiescence in the inevitable will save them 
odium and the public loss. 

The mineowners are striving with dull 
obstinacy against moral forces and ten- 
dencies infinitely more powerful than they 
are. They are the Bourbons, the Tories of 
the industrial world, the last advocates of 
the “divine right” of the employer to rule 
his employés, and, of the owner of property 
to use, misuse, or abuse it as he sees fit with- 
out recognition of any obligation , the 
community. 


NOTHING LIKE 

Thé employés of tle south side street rail- 
road have no occasion to find fault with ar- 
bitration. Neither has the company nor the 
public. Most of the employés have obtained 
& generous increase in wages. They have | 
obtained shorter working hours. The oper- 
ating expenses of the company are in- 
creased but it will get better service, be- 
cause the men who work for it will be more 
contented. The new wage scale is to run 
for a year. During that time there will be 
peace between employer and employé. The 
public has made its’ gains. There will be 
no strike on the south side road during the 
next twelyemonth. It looked a few weeks 
ago as if there might be a strike, Had there 
been ene the people served by the company 
would have been put to intolerable incon- 
venience and it would have suffered severe 
financial loss. 


After many years of witra'vering, 


lenting opposition to “organized labor,” 
the Chicago City railway company has at 
last “recognized ” a labor organization. It 
has negotiated with such an organization. 
It bas referred to arbitration matters about 
which its officers and the officers of the 
union could not agree.

ASSESSING STATE. EMPLOYES. 


A few weeks ago Dr. Corbus told of the 
“ voluntary contributions " for politica! pur- 
poses of the employés at the Kankakee hos- 


‘pital.’ Last week Dr. Whitman told of the 


contributions ” made to him by 
Corbus said he sent his collections to an 
unnamed member of the state central com- 
mittee. 
He said he sent his to Mr, A. L. French, 
who is not a member of the ceammittee, but® 
is a railroad and warehouse commissioner, 
If Mr. French will say how much monty 
he.receiyed from Dr. Whitman and the 
superintendents of other state institutions, 
when he received it, and what he did -with it, 
he will confer a favor upon the public. Or, 
rather, he will discharge a duty to the pab- 
lic, for the fact ought not to be forgotten 
that the money Dr. Whitman sent Mr, 
French is public money and the people 
should know what has become of it. 

What is the political use to which that 
money, alleged to be contributed for ‘polit- 
ical purposes, has been put? There have 


been no elections in this state of any im- 


portance for nearly two years; or since 
Mr. McKinley was electéd to the presi- 
dency. What has been the occasion for the 
extortion of large sums of money from the 
employés of the state? For what pur- 


poses have the assessments, euphemistically 


called “ contributions,” been eX+ 
pended? How has the money been spent 
for the benefit of the party, if thus spent? 
The state central committee has not been 
active. Its duties have been discharged by 
‘commission, without authority from the 
whole committee or the executive commit- 
tee, so far as appears. 
the chairman and secretary have been 
usurped. Money has been collected and 
used in a manner not known to any re- 
sponsible person inside or outside the party. 

The inference is irresistible that it has 
been used at the primaries—to elect certain 
men delegates to the state convention and to 
prevent the election of certain other men ag 
delegates. It has been used to bring about 
particular legislative nominations and to pre- 
vent other nominations. In brief, it has 
been used for factional purposes, not fer 
party purposes; 

To what extent can the levying of contri- 
butions upon men who are the employés of 


the state, and who represent ail the people of ‘ 


the state and not merely the republican 
party or a faction of that party, be justified, 
even if the money be expended in a manner 
looked on in party councils as legitimate? 
It is well known that considerable sums are 
raised during a presidential campaign and 
are properly expended. They are used to 
hire halls, pay for expenses of speakers, 
music, printing, etc. But how can money be 


properly levied on employés of the state be- 


fore nominations have been made and -ex- 


pended at primaries, in caucuses and con- | 


yentions, and in influencing the nomination 
of candidates for state offices or the legis-. 
lature? 

These are questions some of which the 
organization managers will have difficulty in 
answering. In proportion to their difficulty 
will be the censure that is likely to be visited 
upon them by the tiga at the approaching 
election. 


: SPARE THE SKOKIE. 

The Northwestern railway is a polite rail- 
way. Its manners are the pride of the prai- 
rie. It aims at refinements and sophistica- 

tions which its rivals have given up all hopes 

of emulating. It calls its sidetracks auxilia- 
ries. It calls its whistles audible signals. 
It encourages its employés to take off their 
hats when answering questions. In short, 
it escapes even in technical terms and in 
business conversation from everything 
which is in the remotest degree an approach 
to the vulgar. 

This is why people are hoping that the 
protests of the Onwentsia club against the 
Mayfair cutoff will not be raised in vain. 
Surely the Northwestern, of all roads, will 
not do anything to discourage tox hunts and 
paper chases. Our American hunts and 
chases are few enough as itis. We should 
not care to be left entirely desolate. The 
new line would: have, Serious effects. It 
would be a kind of spur—probably called by 
the Northwestern a divergeuce—extending 
from Mayfair to Lake Bluff, and would be 
used for trains of the second class, called by~ 
most people freight trains. The Onwentsia 
club, in the name of the fox hunts and paper 
chases, objects. 

People who don’t care much about foxes 
and paper trails will join in the ‘objection, 
The valley of the Skokie is one of the few 
stretches of unspoiled scenery stil] left in, 
the neighborhood of Chicago.

That was demenstrated in our 
war with Spain, when every kind of ves- 
sel.was rushed into service for the trans- 
portation of troops and supplies, and uv- 
armed vessels were exposed to danger, and 
lightly armed vessels encountered imminent 
risks, as when Commander /Wainwright in 
his pleasure yacht undertook single handed 
to fight two torpedo boats. 

+ There is not the same need, however, to 
add to the army. If land fortifications are 


weak, théy can and should be strengthened. 


We are heartily in favor of large appropria- 
tions for fortification. But the army does 
not need to be increased, (1) because it is 
already abnormally large in consequence of 
the Philippine war, and (2) because in time, 
of emergency it is much easier to improvise 
an army by proclamation than it is to cre- 
ate a tavy. It is not conceiyable that many 
land battles will be fought on this continent 
between the United States and any foreign 
nation, The distance between our shores 
and theirs would put any European nation 
which should wish to engage us at extreme 
disadvantage. There is hardly a possibility 
of a land fight with any foreign power ex- 
cept in the almost inconceivable ease of war 
with Great Britain, when it would be the 
painful duty of the government at Wash- 
ington to invade and take possession..of 
Canada. It is not ensy to imagine that 4 
land campaign of that kind will ever be 
undertaken by Great Britain. 

With the navy it is an entirely different 
If it be true, as reported by the 
army.experts, that all onr vessels have been 
sunk constructively, then it is high time 
to consider the necessity of replacing and 
strengthening the navy, lest-somé time they 
may be sunk destructively when the bi is 
not in play bu but in grinf earnest.

gathers to.itself the major part of the dust particles and germs of the air. 
Aurived at the ground, it trickles through and filters down across the arable 
soi}-wntil it-renches geologicat reck layers, As it trickles it carries to the 
sotl the contamination of the surface organic matter or germs. As it filters 


- through it dissolves and bears to the ——w strata all the contaminations 


encounteted on its way. 

While water which flows on the wabPace of the earth continues to be- 
come more and more defiled that which percolates into the deep beds below 
is more or less purified, aceording to the soil which it traverses. The 
soil is sometimes a perfect filter. In this case the water will be found 
sterile at its point of emergence, but this is seldom the fact. While sand- 
stone filters extremely limestone, is a detestable filter. 

Jn the atudy of water; ‘while chemistry acquaints us with its mineral 
and organie composition, bacteriology teaches us the character of its germs. 
Gedlogy and hydrology enable us to determine accurately where water is 
to be found and what is its value..:The constant operation of all these 


weeks toa month the beginner works without’, pay, but at the expiration of 
this term he is given by the engineer a certificate that he is competent to 
fill the position of fireman.

In the shops the start ix sometimes made as low as errand or office 
boy, but during a series of promotions which come in a four years’ 
apprenticeship the young man learns the complete detail of his trade, 
graduating to a full fledged mechanic on full mechanic's pay. During the 
four years’ apprenticeship the young man receives free instruction in 
drafting, the idea being to bs him fer promotion beyond even master 
craftsmanship. 

Young men choosing the ‘ijieiions aennvianeat for their field begin as 
“ students ” in telegraph otlices, ticket offices, signal towers, freight yards, 
vte. In from six manths to a year they graduate from “ studenthood,” 
which is sinply learning the routine duty of the men in the lower grades of 
railway work, After graduation the “ student,” who has received from $15 
te-$20 per month during the time necessary to fit him for responsibility, is 
appointed an agent at a minor station, a telegraph. operatér, towerman,

be the only field open to her, she can live. The poor man cannot do as 
much, but he can begin a savings bank account for his child.

WHEAT BREAKS A CENT ON 
CLEARING WEATHER, 


| Let Up in Rains in Northwest Indiéatea 


and Also an Increased Movement to 


Market This Week—Disappearance 


ot Frost Signs Makes for Lower 
Prices in Corn—September Oats De- 
cidedly Weak—Provisions Irregular 
—September Ribs Strong 


A reversal of conditions in the northwest, 
both as to weather and movement of wheat, 
was accountable for a sharp change in senti- 
ment in that market, which bécame as weak 
as it had been strong on Friday, and cle@eed 
with losses of %@lc. The map showed rains 
from Manitoba as far south as Kansas but 
clearing in the northwest, and the prediction 
was for fair weather for two days. There 
Was also a claim of an increased country 
movement, elevator interests reporting the 
largest purchases on the crop on Friday and 
predicting a largely increased movement this 
week. The bull argument that the farmers 
would hold their wheat turned up missing 
for the time being. The northwest, which 
has been a large buyer in this market on Fri- 
day, inaugurated a heavy selling movement. 
There wae disappointment at the outset, also 
in the Indifference abroad to a fair advance 
here. Liverpool closed unchanged to 44d 
lower on large Russian offerings, and esti- 
mated heavy world’s shipments of 10,140,000 
bu, with “ American buying’’ the only 
steadying factor there in the situation,. ac- 
cording to Broomhall. Under these condi- 
tions there were average declines of \c at 
the opening, and the market gradually work- 
ed lower. September sold from 72%c to 71%c 
and closed at 71%c, while the December 
range was from 68%c to 67%c, the close at 
67%-%c, both futures losing 1c, while May 
host, %c. 


Northwest Markets Weak. 


Minneapolis led in the declining movement, 
although cash wheat there was firm for a 
time on reported large cash demand and lost 
only %c. The September future, however, 
lost 14c and the December ic. Cash wheat 
in Duluth broke %c. One of the bear argu- 
ments was the arrival of the first car of new 
Manitoba wheat at Winnepeg, an estimate 
of a total crop of 100,000,000 bu in the north- 
west territories of Canada, and the supposi- 
tion that for lack of storage room the Cana- 
dian wheat would be rushed to market at any 
necessary sacrifice, as was the case a year 
ago. There was selling for the northwest, 
led by Milmine-Bodman, Wrenn, and Dag- 
gett, and as the market worked lower long 
wheat came out through Weare, Chandler, 
Requa, Carrington-Patten, and other houses. 
The best commission buying was through 
Bartilett-Frazier, and there was some 
Armour buying of December against sales 
of September. The principal support, how- 
ever, was in the way of profit taking against 
short sales. The northwest movement for 
the day was as smal! as it has been, 380 cars 
compared with 910 a year ago. Local re- 
ceipts were 192 cars, 10 less than in 1901, yet 
none contract. Fifty cars of contract grade, 
however, were turned out of private houses. 
Primary receipts for the week were 6,172,148 
bu, .compared with 8,546,115 bu last year. 
Minneapolis stocks decreased 658,000 bu. 
Clearances were heavy, 1,059,176 bu. Sea- 
board export sales were 128,000 bu. Broom- 
halk reported rains: in Argentina as a weak- 
ening factor at Liverpool. Paris was %c 


higher. | 
Corn Prices Slide Off. 


The hnonappearance of any frost signs on 
the weather map in the corn belt, while not 
entirely unexpected, had not been sufficient- 
ly discounted in the price, and there was a 
further: break in the yellow cereal, helped 
along by reported fregr offerings in the coun- 
try for twenty days’ shipment, although 
there was no material increase in sales for 
prompt delivery. The predictions were for 
fair weather west with no more promise of 
frost, and there was renewed selling of de- 
ferred futures at the opening by the bear 
element and no. ve support, with the 
natural result that prices gradually worked 
lower. September sold from 59c to 58%c, and 
closed at the latter figure, a loss of 4c; De- 
cember worked off to 424%-%c and closed 
from the bottom, losing %c; while May 
closed at 39%-%c, losing %-%c. There were 
sales of December and May at the opening 
by Cudahy brokers, and MHarris-Gates 
and Congdon-Steever had both deliveries on 
tap. There was still an absorption of Sep- 
tember by Harris-Gates brokers. There was 
some local buying for a reaction after the 
market steadied around 42%c for December 
and 30540 for May in the first hour, butit did 
not prove profitable. Local arrivals were 
195 cars, of which 35 were contract, and 115 
cars are estimated for Monday. Local re- 
ceipts for the week were 510,000 bu and ship- 
ments 330,000 bu. Cash sales were 40,000 bu. 
Primary receipts for the week were 910,017 
bu, compared with 4,087,134 bu a year ago. 
Clearances were 31,529 bu. Liverpool was 
quoted %d higher on the nearby delivery 
and covering by shorts prompted by the 
strength in this market on Friday. 

September Oats Heavily Sold. 

The opening tone in oats was easy in sym- 
pathy with other grain, the September cover- 
ing a %c range on initial sales, from 35\%c 
down to34%c. The December and May were 
I-16c lower, selling from 31%-%c. Almost 
immediately a down turn began on the 
September, owing to heavy offerings from 
about everybody.in the pit. No special lines 
were out, but about all brokers and commis- 
sion houses appeared to haveit forsale. The 
price quickly broke, and before noon fell off 
to 33%c, the December and May working off 
to 8le. The distant futures were in fairly 
good demand, but except for the early activ- 
ity there was not much doing. Heavy re- 
ceipts, 383 cars,of which 7 were standard, had 
a good deal to do with making the September 
market weaker. In addition to the 7 cars of 
standard in receipts there were also 7 cars 
out of private houses. The cash inspection 
was 81,300 bu. Iowa reported wet weather, 
which was a sustaining influence on the de- 
ferred deliveries. Oats, receipts for the 
week were 2,662,000 bu, wHh shipments 1,210, - 
000 bu. 

A good deal of the free selling of Septem ber 
was said to be because of an expectation 
that clearing houses were going to turn out 
more of the contract grade than had been 
figured on. 

A particularly light run of hogs, only 6.500 
being reported at the yards, where prices 
were Sc higher. lent some strength to the 
early provision ‘market. Interest centered 
largely in the January product. This de- 
livery of pork sold early up to $15.12%, the 
lard to $8.50, and ribs to $7.924%. These were 
improvements of 12%c on pork, 10c on lard, 
and about Sc on mibs. Later offerings from 
packing interests became heavy and pork 
prices reacted to $14.95, lard to $8.40, and ribs 
to $7.8744-90. These were substantially clos- 
ing prices and 2%4c lower on the January. 
Brokers were well supplied with buying 
orders on the January product, and selling 
was scattered, except that which came from 
the Anglo company. Liverpool was 6d higher 
on all product. Western packing points re- 
ported hog receipts of 18,000, against 27,500 
the previous week and 29,600 last year. Es- 
timated here Monday, 20,000. Shipments of 
cured meats were 2,040.000 Ibs, against 2,- 
066,000 Ibs last. year. The lard shipments 


were 1,083,000 lbs, compared with -791,000 lbs. 


a year ago.

Estimated arrivals for Monday are: Wheat, 
240 cars; corn, 115 cars; oats, 370 cars; hogs,

Corn buyers reported. more disposition 
among country dealers in Illinois and west 
of the river to sell. corn if bids are made on 
twenty days’ time, believing farmers will 
be out of the fields by Sept. 15 and ready to 
do some hauling. Buyers, however, have 
not enough confidence in the situation, as 
a rule,.to give more than ten days’ time for 
shipment, and on that’ basis there a no in- 
crease in country sales. 

Quite a drop in the average a Fee of Eng- 
lish farmers’ deliveries of wheat for the week 
was quoted by Broomhall from 9544c to 90c. 

Dealers in Kansas and Nebraska are writ- 
ing to their friends on the board urging the 
adoption of the proposed amendment to make 
No. 1 and. No. 2-hard winter wheats delivera- 
ble on contracts, making the argument that 
it would make a broader market and attract 
grain here which shippers now try to divert 
to other markets. The main argument 
raised against the proposed change in the 
rules is the claim that it would drive away 
speculation, as millers whose mills are not 
fitted for grinding the hard winter wheat 
would be afraid to buy futures for fear that 
particular grade would be delivered to thein 
on their contracts. 

The weather map did not bear out the pre- 
diction of frosts in the northwest. There 
was no frost shown on,the map except in 
New York, where the corn crop is not a 
vital issue, and, while there was a good deal 
of rain in Iowa, and that presumably not a 
good thing for corn, the prediction of two 
days of fair weather, with no hint of colder 
temperatures, made corn bought on the pos- 
sibility of frost look too high priced to keep. 

The wheat market was affected by news 
from the northwest of larger purchases made 
by the country elevators on Friday than on 
any day of the crop year. That this meant 
that the inclination of the farmer to hold 
his wheat had been exaggerated might not 
follow, but the northwest trade here was 
apparently as zealous.in putting 
yesterday as it had been: in covering the 
before.

In. these deys of a worldwide news serv- 
jee and the limitations of space that follow 
upon the publication each day of the world’s 
news, the mere death of a man calls for 
small consideration im the office of a great 
newspaper untess the circumstance and the 
manner of death make it of news worth. 
Taking the files of THE TRIBUNE for four 
Mondays in the present month, however, the 
Mets of the dead and the injured that have 
_come to Tum TRIBUNE as a result of the Sun- 
day holiday shows much significance. 


Day of Many Drownings. 


The record of Sunday, Aug. 24, was etart- 
ling.. The deaths and the injuries that fol- 
lowed the day's pleasures in all parts of 
the country could ley only emphasis upon the 
fact that Sunday is a day of death. 

It was a day of drownings. In the 8t. 
Joseph river, in Michigan, two brothers 
battled to save the life of another brother 
who hed gone with them to that shore to 
spend the Gay in pleasure. But the fight was 


their lives: Out from the lake shore at the 
foot of Thirty-third street a young man 
started on a long swim, only to be over- 
‘taken by cramps and drown before the eyes 
of his helpless companions. Near Ham- 
mond, Ind., another young man drowned 
because of cramps. From the high bridge in 
Lineoin park a man, despondent and perhaps 
bored by the duliness of the day, jumped to 
death in the lagoon below. 

In the railway yards near the Grand Cen- 
tral station one man, attempting to save 
the Mfe of a companion walking on the 
tracks, was struck by a locomotive and 
killed. In the quiet of South Jefferson street 
a child, playing, was run down by a wagon 
and killed. Two men who may have been 
drinking fell from. street cars and were 
fatally hurt. In a saloon in South Clark 
street two men fought with knives and were 
badly cut; in Milwaukee avenue, in a fight 
over thé payment for the drinks, one of the 
contestants was bediy hurt: Near New 
Albany, Ind., two heavy trains came to- 
gether at a grade and ome of them was 
thrown sixty feet down an embankment. 
In @ collision of electric cars near Norfolk, 
Va., three persons were killed and fifteen 


injured. | 


Accidents of Last Sunday. 
This necessarily is the incomplete record of 
one Sunday. Through the other Sundays of 
the month, 


Chicago suffered, severely on the last Sun- 
day in the month, On the north side a by- 
stander in the street was asked for a nickel 


by a beggar. The fellow, on being refused, 
drew a knife and slashed his victim in a dan- 
gerous manner. A baker, unable to give an 
account of himself, was found In a railway 
yard with an arm cut off; on the south sidea 
policeman, in a quarrel with a citizen, shot 
his opponent as the fellow started to run to 
avoid arrest; on an excursion boat into the 
city, a fight, that for a while promised a dan- 
gerous riot, was an Incident of the day; in 
Lawndale, a young man was run down by a 


train and seriously hurt; fire in a south side. 


hospital would have resulted In a horrcr had 
it not been for the courage of a physician; a 
man found dying in La Salle street may have 
been a victim of the day. The one drowning 
was that of the man who made a high dive 
into the lake at Windsor Park beach. 


Murders and Accidents. 


Out of town, one of the notable fatalities 
of the day was the killing of the sultan of 
Binadayan in the Philippines. Another was 
when a stroke of lightning killed a Sunday 
baliplayer at Rochester, N. Y. In New York 


a dozen passengers in colliding trolley cars 
were badly hurt; a man crazed by jealousy 
tried to kill his sweetheart; fn a military 
parade Fire Chief Croker saved the life of a 
young woman by picking her up from under 
her overturned buggy; 9 deserted wife at- 


At Sparta, IIL, a negro escaped a rope, but 
was brought down with a shot, badly wound- 
ed; In Georgia the mob with the rope found 
its man and hanged him to a tree. 


Calamities and Crime. 


The record for Sunday, Aug. 17, reads: 

John Krisco, killed by a bullet while look- 
ing on at target practice at the Minnesota 
state rifle range; one person killed and four 
injured in the wreck of an excursion train 
near Hammond, Ind.; Duke Boris, visiting in 
Chicago, had narrow escape in @ rumaway 
automobile; man and wife thrown out of a 
buggy and hurt while driving in Astor stree.; 
lead sinker attached to a fishing line, swung 
from a New York pier, killed asmall boy who 
was looking on at the fishing. 

On Sunday, Aug. 10 the list ofEcsualtics 
and crimes that might be a part of the day 
seems to need study in classing. The seven 
persons who died in a fire at San Angelo, 
Tex., on that night are regarded as victims 
of the day in that the hotel force had been 
relieved so largely from watch and duiy. 
Two farmers who jumped from a fast train 
at Paducah, Ky., and were killed, had gone 
visiting for the day because it was a holiday, 
and they risked the leap from the train be- 
cause the local train did not run on Sunday. 
The killing of the city marsha! of Webb City, 
Mo., and the killing of. the tough who killed 
the marshal were results of an idle day on 
the hands of a man who otherwise might

acid and the man killed on the tracks at 
Twelfth street may have been equally the 
victims of the day which has so little for the 
person in the “ blues.”’ 

On the first Sunday in the month drown- 
ings again were in the ascendency. One boy 
was Crowned in a clay hole in Chicago and 
another found death In thelake. Three boys 
were drowned in the river at Pittsburg: two 
men were drowned in the river at Detroit; 
one man was drowned in the Fox river at 
Geneva, Ill.; one at Crystal lake, near Ke- 
wanee; and two boysin the Milwaukeeriver. 
The train victims were numerous. At Cadil- 
lac, Mich., twelve persons were killed in « 
collision of excursion trains; at Shelpyriiie, 


IiL, a man and woman were victims of a 


similar wreck, while near Middletown, N. Y. 
three other people suffered death in an’ ex- 
cursion collision, At Alexander, Ind., a mian 
feli from an overcrowded trolley car and was 
killed; two boys in Chicago, stealing a ride 
toward Sunday school, Were badly injured 
by falling under the wheels of a wagon; and 
at Taylorville, IiL, a ball batted in a Sunday 
game killed a small boy who looked on.

Huge fences cir- 
cle the properties, and behind these the. 
armed police of the operators keep guard, 
with orders to shoot to kill. Outside the big 
fences pickets of the strikers keep up a 
steady patrol, and it is the occasional clashes 
between these hostile forces that makes the 
sporadic disorder throughout ‘the region. 
These coal guards are hated far more bit- 
terly than the members of the state militia. 
They are picked up in Philadelphia or New 
York, beavily armed, and sent into the col- 
lieries, and, being at once an irregular police 
and aliens, the miners resent their presence 
fiercely. There has been some lively shooting 
about these collieries during the summer, 
and frequently the guards venturing out into 
hostile territory have. had to race to the 
sheltering fences for their lives. 


Riot. and Bloodshed. 


It is the fixed policy of John Mitchell and 
his Meutenants to avoid violence. They 
know from dread experience that the surest 
way to kill the strike is to have the region 


suddenly alive with bayonets. Under their 
protection the operators are almost sure to 
try mining, and the success of one or two 
collieries would mean the crumbling of the 
fight. But it is bitterly hard to wait, and the 
region is, besides, full of excitable foreign- 
ers. Thus it happens that the smoldering 
blaze springs up now and then, and riot and 
bloodshed hold the stage. It was so at Shen- 
andoah. It has been so at a dozq widely 
separated points. Upto the Shenandoah 
riots of July 30 the disorders had been shoot- 
ing and stabbing affrays—enough to keep the 
local authorities on the jump, but not enough 
to warrant the calling of troops... When that 
red night drew on Shenandoah the attention 
of the whole state the governor took quick 
action. A whole brigade was rushed to the 
hills about ‘the town, and Gen. Gobin, their 
commander, gave it out that he meant to 
erush disorder with an iron hand. For a 
while there seemed imminent danger of a 
pitched battle between the many foreigners 
at Shenandoah and the troops, but beyond a 
great deal of pot shooting there has been no 
colliaion. A favorite pastime of the strikers 
for several nights fellowing the appearance 
of the soldiers was to take rifle shots at the 
camp at long range. It caused two or three 
lively Galls to arms, but beyond breaking 
the rest of the camp no damage was done. 
As a sample of the temper of the people at 
this point the thrilling adventure of two 
troopers a few weeks ago is worth relating. 
They slippe! away from camp into the town, 


and while there were recoghized. A small, 


mob collected, and in a few minutes the sol- 
ders were raving out of the place for their 
lives. There was a long chase in the dark- 
ness, during which the men narrowly es- 
caped, being forced into the pits, but they 
finally gained the home of the burgess of a 
village not far from camp, and though the 
mob howled arotind the place all night the 
burgess refused ta give up the men to certain 
death.

‘the nerve to combat this feeling have paid 
for their temerity in humiliation and per- 
| sonal peril. The boycott has flourished, and 
its qperation has been systematic and effer- 
tive. Storekeepers who supplied nonunion 
workers have felt the crushing wrath of 
| whole communities. People of every walk 
of life who aided or abetted these “ scabs " 
in any ‘way, shape, or form ‘have felt the 
organized resentment of the miners, and few. 
indeed, have cared to persevere. Such non- 
_Mnion men as haye gone into the mines haye 
never known what moment they would meet 
their end. They have gone guarded to afd 
from the mfnes between ranks of jeering 
threatening strikers, their homes have been 
attacked, and vigilance has been the price of 
life. Some astonishing stories have come 
down from the region of this same boycott.

Under 
such rigorous pressure the operators have 
failed in £heir various attempts to break the 
tieup. So serious has the boyoott become 
that the business men of the region organized 
secretly for mutual protection. 
The - resumption of' mining, concerning 
which reports go out every few days, is on 


such a small scale that it cannot be sald - 


to have a featherweight’s influence on the 
market. The great stumbling block to the 
operators is the fact that the law requires 
all miners to have a license. Thus while there 
are thousands ready to brave the dangers 
of nonunion work in the mines, they lack 
the experience and the license. Few wash- 
eries are turning out any coal whatever. 


The prospéct for bloodshed has been in- 
creased 50 per cent by the recent declaration 
of the operators from New York that there 
would be no arbitration. Since that decia- 
ration there has been a notable increase in 
the general disorder.

UNCLE SAM SEEKS BRIGHT YOUNG MEN. — 


Headquarters of Civil Service Commission. 


OUNG man, have youany 

If so, Uncle Sam probably needs 

you and has a good opening salary to 
offer you. 

This fall the eligible registers of the 
eivil service commission are depleted for the 
first time in years. Between June 15 and 
July 15 more than 4,500 appointments were 
made from these lists. This means that all 
former records have been fareclipsed. Every 
department of the big government mill has 
hung out the sign “‘ Help Wanted,’’ and the 
most hopeful sign of the times is that in the 
vast majority of examinations state quotas, 
hitherto the buebear of the office hungry, 
are to be ignored. In other words, the fact 
that your state has long ago received its full 
share of appointments need be no damper on 


tions. 

Fifty-one different kinds of offices are to 
be contested for through this regular exam- 
ination. Even then a sufficiency of eligibles 
will not be obtained, and special examina- 
tions will have to be held throughout the 
coming year. In fact, the long list of eligi- 
bles, made up as the result of the last regu- 
lar contest, became so soon depleted as the 
result of appointment that 830 special ex- 
aminations had to be held within the two 
months following. Some of these fifty-one 
examinations will lead thousands, others 
hundreds, to office. 

The supply of men stenographers andtype- 

writers is so far below the demand this year 
that State quotas must be disregarded even 
in their examinations. In fact, the eligible 
list of stenographers is so badly depleted: 
that the civil service commission contem- 
plates constituting a lower grade for the 
class. Young men can enter this through an 
examination much less difficult than that 
through which all government stenogra- 
phers are now appointed. 


These Are Sure Things. 


Here are the specialists Uncle Sam most 
sorely needs this autumn: Assistant patent 
office examiners, coast and geodetlc survey 
aids, architectural draftsmen, structural 
steel draftsmen, draftsmen verse? in heat- 
ing and ventilation, topographic Graftsmen, 
men. qualified in both electrical engineering 
and drafting, in both civil and @lectrica) en- 
gineering, in both mechanical and electrical 
engineering; civil engineers, topographers, 
computers, superintendents of construction, 
law clerks, translators, kindergarten teach- 
ers, and department assistants for the Philip- 
pine service. 

These are the few specialties which offer 
the best chances. The list ig a long one and 
the others will lead many well equipped young 
men to promising berths. 

This is truly the age of specialties in public 
as well as private institmtions. As a high 
official of the commission put it, the young 
man who knows some. one thing-in which 
few other men are qualified will soon be in 
clover so far as Uncle S$am’s big institutions 
are concerned. In fact, the only examina- 
tions out of the entire fifty-one which do not 
demand some specialty are those for appren- 
tices, messenger boys, messengers, watch- 
men, and classified laborers. Appointments 
through these will be made strictly with 
respect to the state quotas. All other exami- 
netions demand professipnal, scientific, or 
technical training and experience. If passed 
with a high average they will guarantee 
offices even to young mien of the District of 
Columbia which hae already received over 
sixteen times as many ynspecialized ee 
rts as it is entitled to. 


Berths Paying $1,200 a Year. 


of this. fall’s best openings for the 
young man with technical training is the 
examination for assistant examiners in the 
atemt office: Successful contestants will 
enter with a salary of $1,200 a year and’ be 


| in line of promotion, through reéxamination, 


all the way up to $2,500 per annum. They 
“will enter a great training school where men 
earn the ineidie of the patent business. A 
few years’ experience therein thoroughly 
equips them for private practice as patent 
attorneys, in whtich professionmany men are 
making fortunes. In fact, the demand for 
the@e assistant examiners is great just now, 
begause scores of incumbents have been 
tegapted to private practice during these 
tigaes. of unusual commercial prosperity. 

‘Young men who have stood well in their 
mathematics have splendid chances 
tio become aids in the fast growing coast and 

jreodetic survey. ~For the last two years 
fe ncle Sam has been unable to obtain a suf- 
ficiency of good material for these offices, 
which offer wide travel as well as good pros- 
pects for promotion. He wants twenty-five 
young fellows of the proper callber for this 
work immediately. This unusual demand is 
the result of expansion, whose effects are 
just beginning to be realized by the national 
employment agency. 


Civil Engineers Wanted. 


A hundred young civil engineers will this 
fall get a good start under the government 
as @ result of the beginning of the gigantic 
public trrigation work in. the. southwest. 
The great increase of work under the last 
river and harbor bill will also raise the-de- 
mand for civil engineers. 

When congress recently appropriated for 
200 new public buildings it openéd the doors 
of office to hundreds of young men quali- 
fied in the various branches of architecture 
and construction. 

Young lawyers will be interested to know 
that this fall the government will adver- 
tise for them for the first. time in years. 
They will be examined for positions as law 
clerks, the entrance salary for which will 
probably be Increased from $900 to $1,200 a 
year. The Gemands for the government 
barrister are growing annually, and Uncle 
Sam now realizes that much expense in liti- 
gation is saved by placing in each bureau 
of each department a bright legal mind which 
can sift all knotty problems passing through 


the miil.

Men and womén well vefsed in both Span- 
ish and English are in great demand. Uncle 
Sam needs them badly as translators to 
work both in the home departments and in 
th. federal institutions’ being scattered 
widely among our insular possessions. Their 
tasks will be responsible, inasmuch as they 
are ta be the monthpiece through which 
we are to talk to/our new wards. Not only 
Spanish, but Tagalog, is a qualification for 
translators. versed in the Philippine 
tongue lately commenced his government 
career at $1,200 a year. 


Most Tempting Plums. 

Perhaps the most tempting plums to be 
plucked through the autumn civil service 
examinations are the offices to be opened 
to many Jso-called department assistants in 
the’ Philippine service. Théir grade is very 
similar to that which England has adopted 
for her East Indian service. 

Any ywoung men who have taken an ad- 
vanced course of study may qualify through 
the preliminary examinations. The applit- 
cant w4ll find on the program miany branches 
of. learning. He who qualifies in the work 
will reteive the highest entrance salary. In 
the last regular examinations held for this 
grade, a young man who passed in seven 
studies was offered $1,200, but refused: Then 

raised it to, $1,500, but that was 


gpneéered at. Finally he was tempted with 


$1,800 and yielded. This but illustrates the 
demand in the public service for young men 
with knowledge. The purpose of the system 
is to obtain a large number of well educated, 
bright,. keen young fellows who are willing 
to enter the permanent Philippine service 
and work their way up. There is no fixed 
salary, but those who enter with the poorest 
examination marks never receives less than 
$1,200 to begin with. 

Uncle Sam is convinced that he misses 
many a good man, just patterned for his 
needs, through the public’s ignorance of the 
modus operandi of civil service examination. 
The average applicant for examination ap- 
pears not to have decided on the position 
for which he desires to compete. He simply 
wishes to take “ the civil service examina- 
tion.’’ Inasmuch as 500 different forms 
of examination; regular and special, are now 
given in a year this request is a trifle indef- 
inite. The commission's first step is to mail 
the applicant a manual of examinations, 
which costs him nothing. This generally 
forms the basis of selection, which, after 
a volume of correspondence, is eventually 
expressed in definiteterms. Then the’ proper 


- application blank is sent to the applicant. 


Attempts to Bribe. 


The application blank when returned is 
received in the “application room. ” Here 
it is carefully reviewed, and in many cases 
it has to be returned because of improper 
or insufficient information. If it is found 
acceptable a card of authority, to be event- 
ually presented to the examiners, is mailed 
to the prospective government employé. 
This «card is. the ticket of admission to the 
local examination room. 

All examination questions are prepared in 
Washington, and the papers containing 
them are packed in envelopes, sealed in 
wax with the great seal of the commission 
and locked. away in the “ question room.” 
Previous’ to the examination the only per- 
sons who know what questions are to be 
asked are the chief of the examination di- 
vision, the clerk in charge of the question 
room, and the shipping clerk, who places 
the seal on the’ er'velope containing the pa- 
pers. There never was known case of 
disclosure within the Washington office, al- 
though one official was visited by a man 
who offered a bribe of-$100 for advance in- 
formation, and another was put ina position 
to make $25 for such dishonesty. Not long 
ego a Colorado lawyer who desired his son 
appointed stated that he would pay gener- 
ously for any extra effort a certain official 
of the commission might make in his favor. 
All such applicants are immediately placed 
on a blacklist of persons ineligible for ex- 
amination, and oo cases are reported 
to the justice for prosecu- 
tion. | 

Where Fates Are Sealed. 

The written answers having been rettrned 
with the questions, the seals protecting them 
are broken in the ‘question room.’’ Here 
the paper account of each examining board 
is checked up, and if it balances the ques- 
tions and answers are sent to the “ issue 
room.” .From here they are distributed 
among the examiners, each of whom has his 
specialty. The examiner affixes his mark to 
the answers coming under his jurisdiction, 
and finally all of the answers of one appii- 
cant go 10. the “averaging room,” Whére 
the general average of the applicants is es- 
In this room the fate 
of the contestant is sealed. 

The names of contestants are never af- 
fixed to their examination papers, but each 
is given a number which distinguishes him. 
The same number is placed upon an en- 
velope. inside of which he places his name 
and address.

AS-SPECIALISTS. 


Lines Makes Subdivision of 


Watching Necessary. « 


HE most skillful criminals have long 

been among the most narrow special- 

_ ists in the world, and now police officers 

of the higher grade are becoming spe- 

cialists to match them. In the Chica- 

go police department special work is more 

pronounced than it is in the New York de- 

partment, although it has not reached the 

exclusiveness which marks the Paris detec- 

tive force and helps to make that organiza- 

tion one of the best detective systems in the 
world. | 

Scotland Yard, the detective center of Eng- 
land, was highly praised by Charles Dickens, 
who knew his London better than any man. 
ever knew it, but Chicago officers assert that 
the Londoners have gone back simply be- 
cause they do not always assign to baffling 
cases the detective best fitted for the work. 

To understand why the Chicago force has 
rejected a haphazard method in favor of a 
scientific selection of agents it is necessary 
to understand the perfection to which well 
equipped criminals have brought their busi- 


2 Three Classes of Safeblowers. 


To start with the kings of the criminal 
world, it is seen that the safeblowers who 
are known variously as box men, pete men, 
and box crackers in token of the safes or 
“ boxes’ they open and the “ pete” or ex- 
plosives they open them with, never commit 
any other sort of crime. They will rob any 
safe they can, but even in their class there is 
a narrower class—the bank robbers. Not the 
eriminal who is known as the “‘ bank sneak,” 
from his habit of grabbing checks, money, or 
bankbooks from depositors, but the man who 
opens the safesin banks. These safe bur- 
glars study the science of their business as 
closely as a lawyer keeps up with the re- 
ports or a doctor keeps. posted on what is 
going on in the medical world. They know 
all about dynamite, 
batteries, and burglars’ tools. 

The pickpocket will go ragged and hungry 
before he will attempt to do any other sort 
of criminal work. So it is with the 
“ scratch,’”’ as the forger is known. So it is 

‘with the room workers, who, armed with 
either a jimmy or an “ outsider,’ enter flats 
and rooms when they have seen the occu- 


. pagts go out. An “ outsider ” is a steel tool 


more like a curling iron than any other im- 


. plement of peace, and jit is the inseparable 


companion of every room worker. With it 
he turns the key in the lock, and with either 
that or the jimmy he forces his passage. Yet 
familiar as these tools are to the men who 
use them there is not one criminal in ten out- 
side of the class which uses them as a means 
of livelihood who can use one and not three 
‘In ten who have even ever seen one. 
Adam Worth, who stole the Gainsborough 
portrait, was the only criminal of conse- 
quence in late years whose operations par- 
took of universality. He had no preferences. 
His aims are well summed up in the song 
from a light opera which begins “ If there's 
any kind of crime you're wanting done, we 
will do it with a discount off for cash.” 
Worth’s wide and varied operations only 


‘ serve to furnish a contrast to the general 


practice of specialism among the criminal 
classes. | 

It was obviously a mistake to set against 
these well trained crime specialists detec- 
tives who, no matter how earnest and cour- 
ageous they may be, were handicapped from 
lack of technical knowledge of the men they 


were told to hunt out and arrest. 


Specialists to Catch Specialists. 
This mistake is being overcome by the 


Chicago police department. For instance, 


at detective headquarters in the city hall, 
where Lieuts. Rohan and McWeeny are in 
command, many of the detectives are as 
much specialists as are the criminals they 
hunt. Detectives Bailey and O’Connel make 
@ speciaity of bank business. They know 
all the bank thieves, and they make regular 
trips to the banks to get new information. 
They do some other work, but their skill 
in dealfmg with robbers of banks makes 

more valuable than anything else they 
do. Detective John Thompson is an expert 
on swindling and swindlers. Detective Hef- 
ter, a middie aged man, with white whiskers 
and the look of a gentle farmer, is assigned 
the work of arresting men and women who 
bring girls here for improper purposes. He 
has made a study of this sort of offenders, 
and knows their work by heart. Detectives 
Connell and \Condell, neither of whom is 4n 
unusualHy big man physically, are theterrors 
of the holdup men. They have made a spe- 


study of the highway robber, and they 


men they want. 


have little difficulty placing their hands on 
Detectives Bock, De 
Sousa, and Du Bach are experts on forgery 
and swindiers. Detectives Hanley and Brown 
make a specialty of shoplifters and confi- 
dence men, while Detective Joseph Barry 
knows every hotel sneak in the country, and 
often can tell from the way in which a job 
tog line is done the name of the man who 

t. 

Make Investigations of Police. 


Chief O'Neill wants every officer to be as 
g00d an all round man as possible, but he 
recognizes the necessity for speciaily trained 
men. Although it is not generally known it 
is often necessary to have the conduct of 
policemen investigated. When charges are 
filed ‘against any officer with the trial board 
or the civil service commission, Chief O’Nei 
thinks it is due to himseif that he know aif 
the facts in the case. He calls upon either 
Detective Mullin or Detective Conway, both 


‘ of whom work from his office, and their long 


service as policemen makes it possible -for 
them to get facts which an ordinary police- 
man would fai] to secure. 

Gambling requires good judgment in its de- 
teetion and suppression. It is given over en- 
tirely to the direction of a band of specialists. 
Detective Charles Herts is at the head of the 
detall,. and he has under him Detectives Sed- 
erberg, Anderson, and others who devote all 
their time to the work of ferreting out and 
prosecuting handbook operators, policy 
shopkeepers, and owners of crap games. 


Aid the Postal Inspectors. 


Although counterfeiters and men who work 
frauds against the federal postal service are 
dealt with mostly by Postal Inspeftor Stuart 
and his assistant, Inspector Mayer, the city 
police are often called upon to assist these 
men and Capt. Porter of the government se- 
cret service. Detective Gallagher of the 
central station is a valuable man in this work. 

A detective whose field of action is nar- 
rowed to the study.of a particular class of 
crime and criminals is expected to do much 
more than to study the Daily Police Bulletin, 


the rogues’ gallery, and the criminals with 


whom he comes in casual contact. He is ex- 
pected to make the acquaintance of the men 
whom some day he may have to arrest, and 
many of these specializing officers put out 
decoys called stool pigeons,’ with whose 
aid the criminal is trapped. The detective 
muet make himself an encyclopedia about 
his line of work, and the‘Mmore he knows the 
better detective he is. 

And Chicago is as usual at the front in the

HENCE RUSSIAN SOCIETY IS SHOCKED 


BY CZARINA. 


USSIAN society of the highest typeis. . 
not a little piqued over twoinherently 
obstinate traits of character which » 
the charming czarina has been giving 
full sweep both in and out of the im- 

perial palace. She has been frequently 

charged with cherishing a certain number of ; 
decidedly English ideas which were not 
strictly in accord with Russian precedent, 
and at least two-of these have brought her 
into sharp disfaver among many of the stiff, 
unapproachable boyars. 

In the first place, the czarina has been 


ordinately fond of her ehildren, a confession 
that has created no mild stir among the 
female mémbers of the royal set. This fact. 
of itself was sufficient to incite adverse com- 
ment from the unbending women of Russian 
nobility, and when the czarina supplemented 


anothereven more obnoxious her disfavor in- 
creased at a surprisingly rapid rate. The 
fact is the empress is doubly unpopular be- 
cause she has. put. her royal foot down with 
unswerving emphasis and has declared pos- 
itively that she will not smoke. 

There is not a single qualifying clause in 
the czarina’s declaration on the tse of to- 
bacco. She has set herself up in absolute 
defiance of a custom that has ‘ong prévailéd. 
in Russia, and not only refuses to smoké. 
herself, but does not countenance smoking 
by women in the imperial palace. The czar- 
ina’s ideas on the question of tobacco smok- 
ing are so decidedly positive that edi can 
eration, 
bitter against the custom prevailing among 
Russian, women that she has even incurred 
the fll will of a member of her own family. 
The dowager empress scarcely delgns to 
speak to the czarina, and it is generally 
conceded that the tobacco question has 
estranged’ them. §8Still, this has not altered 
the opinion of the czarina In the least, and 
the edict that women callers at the palace 
are not to smoke continues to hold good. 

The dowager empress is an inveterate 
smoker in her own apartments, and the czar- 
ina has not been rash enough to attempt 
her reformation. ‘But she has, on the other 
hand, let it be well understood that she 
will not cOuntenance the use of the weed in 
her presence, and this has been icient 
cause for the- dowager empress to”? make 
known ver éxeeptions.

Drag them out of 
the water, run them through a wringer as quickly as you 
can, and apply the strips of hot cloth to the face. You can, 


with the aid of an assistant. wind the strips around the head. 


in such a manner as to cover the forehead, the cheeks, the 
mouth, and the crow's feet and rabbit claws that come around 
the ears and nose. Cover all well and let steam. Repeat thé 
operation. The cloths will cool in the. wringing sufficiently 
to heat the face without scalding.

And yet in spite of these enormous figures, 
the boxmakers of the city have never been 
able to meet the local demand, So that if, 
all told, you do hot get your twenty boxes a 
year you may lay it to the fact that many 
things which should have been put up in a 
hox simply were wrapped in paper for lack 
of the necessary cardboard. 

The paper box trade of Chicago and its 
outlying cities never has been supplied, 
fivery Manufacturer in the city is busy the 
year round, and while each of them ships 
to a limited territory outside the city Chi- 


cago itself buys boxes from half a dozen | 


lines in freight traffic and where the item 
of union labor does not enter into the cost of 
the product. 


Work of Many Hands. 


The ordinary pasteboard box is the work 
ef many hands. to say nothing of the ma- 
chinery that enters largely into the mak- 
ing of nearly every pattern of box. In the 
Schultz factory, the largest in the city, 
where boxes of every conceivable size and 
shape are turned out, at least seven persons 
handle the materials. beginning with the 
sheet of strawboird. averaging 26 by 38 
inches.

plied by three. 

im the Schultz plant, for instance, the 
“trawboard, received in the basement, is 
in varying sizes. accordingly as the sizes 
of boxes demand... The thickness varies 
from the slightest mai! tubing stock to the 
heavy material approaching a quarter of 
an inch in thickness. This stock comes 
packed in layers, easy to handle. and in the 
first preparation for box material these 
sheets are fed into the lining machine, an 
apparatus resembling a perfecting printing 
press, from which paper of any color or 
quality, fed from a continuous roll, passes 
through a trough of paste, is turned wet 
face Out, and spread over the brown straw- 
board sheet which is to be the base mate- 
rial of the box. Heavy rolls, heated by 


steam, spread the paper everly on the board 
and as these sqnare sheets are fed in and 
receive the paper lining. an automatic cut- 
ter severs the lining, and the lined paste- 


which it goes to the cutting and scoring 
floor. 


Cut by Automatic Machines. 


Here automatic machines that are set for 
cutting, the box materials: to proper sizes 
turn out top and bottom of the boxes fo 
measure, scoring the edge of each ready for 
the folding. In the design of the box an 
eye is kept always to the saving of material. 
Some of these boxes have the sides and bot- 
tom of one plece the top of another, and 
the ends of two straight pieces pasted fast 
to the turned in bottonis and sides. This 
saves hotching the main sheet in the box 
and when the ends have been pasted in the 
box shows even more stréngth than the regu-

these corners, making box and cover the 
proper depths. If it be desired that a box 
be unusually strong, these corners are 
strengthened by putting them through the 
cornering machines.. In doing this. an as- 
sistant to the operator of the “machines 
makes the fold of the box sheets along the 
line of the scorings. With these edges 
turned up the machine operator takes the 
top or bottom, holds two corners together 
ever the corner form, and the automatic. 
machine comes down on it with a force past- 
ing paper or cleth closely into the corner. or 
perhaps stamping a bit of tin firmly inte it. 
In many of the smaller and lighter boxes 
it is not necessary to .strengthen the cor- 
ners; the strip of paper covering the out- 
side of it holding the crimped ends and sides 
securely enough. 

Covering machines for finishing boxes are 
made to use almost any kind of material— 
paver, cotton, or linen—and with the box on 
a revolving form only one end of the gummed 


@ 


paper need be made fast; the operator puts 
this in place at one cornér, the frame is 
revolving rapidly, and just as the revolution 
has been made the machine cuts the paper 
from the roll, leaving the overator simply to 
spread the last quarter side of the covering 
smooth. 

One of the most nearly perfect of bow 
machines now in use turns out the bottom of 
a box automatically. This box is not 
strengthened at the corners, however. The 
machine may be adjusted to a box of any 
reasonable size, and the paper finishing it 
on the sides is pasted fast and ¢ut off from 
the roll almost without a* touch from the 
operator 

In labeling fancy boxes of all kinds and 
in covering all fancy bonbon boxes especially 
only hand work ts possible. In this work the 
“gumming“ machine is most important, 
It has nothing more than a slowly moving 
table carrier with a paste trough at one end 
summing one side of the paper. As these 
sheets are gummed they move on down the 


carrier for forty feet, and in long lines @ 
operators, pasting by hand, pick up thes@ 
gummed coverings and put them on the a 
ready lined boxes. Stock candy boxes are 
made from one-half pound up to a capacity 
of five pounds; on special orders even ted 
pound boxes have been made.
